Portugal set to house world’s first “intelligent 
and sustainable” city

An investment that is expected to be in the region of at least 10 billion euros is set to result in the 
world's first environmentally sustainable city. The plannedcity of PlanIT Valley (pronounced planet) 
isto be built on a 1,700-hectare site in Paredes, near Oporto, and will become the world's "first 
urban-scale collaboratory". The city will be based on the nervous system, and will be heavily reliant 
on a brain which in effect is a central computerthat will regulate all facets of running a city such as 
water, energy and waste. The project will be funded entirely by "private equity". 


PlanIT Valley has been de- 
elared a proj ect of national inter- 
est by the Government and has 
also reeeived the full baeking of 
Paredes Town Hall. It is expeeted 
to eontribute signifieantly to lo- 
eal and national employment as 
well as the GDP. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News on Thursday afternoon, 
Living PlanIT Chairman Steve 
Lewis said the eity’s first inhab- 
itants should be settling in by 
next September. 

He explained that PlanIT V al- 
ley should generate in the region 
of 1 00,000 technieal jobs onee it 
is fully operational. 

Praising Portugal, he said: 
“Bureaueracy has not held us 
baek”, while he argued that the 
eeonomic crisis “has been irrel- 
evant” and funding was not 
anymore of a concern than when 
the idea sprang to life three years 
ago. 

This major development is 
designed to be the world’s pre- 
mier centre for sustainable com- 
munity innovation and research 
and aheady has the commitment 
of some of the world’s biggest 
thinkers who are raring to move 
into the city. 

Living PlanIT explains that 
PlanIT Valley will be an inspira- 
tional environment for residents 
and visitors in which to live, 
work, play and learn. 

Its infrastructure and facilities 
will create an integrated and con- 
tinually evolving, living labora- 
tory and research platform, em- 
ploying state of the art technol- 
ogy, and providing an environ- 
ment where the community can 
develop, deploy and experience 
technologies that address critical 
world market, economic, social, 
environmental and ecological 
needs. 

“The PlanIT Valley location 
was selected as our first 
collaboratory from a list of loca- 
tions evaluatedby Living PlanIT. 
The key factors in our decision 
were European leadership in en- 
vironment and sustainability, 
and Portugal’ s demonstration of 
those principals - Portugal has 
demonstrated that government 
policy and action have resulted 
in significant use of renewable 
energies and innovative solutions 
for waste and water treatment. 
Implementation of the Lisbon 
Strategy through the Portuguese 
Technological Plan and other 
similar innovative strategies 
made Portugal an obvious 
choice”, said Steve Lewis. 

“Cities lie at the absolute core 
of the world’ s environmental cri- 
sis - they occupy two percent of 
the Earth’s land mass, but con- 
sume 75 percent of its resources. 


The world must fix the way that 
cities are built, and the way that 
they are operated. 

Because PlanIT Valley will be 
constructed on an undeveloped 
site, all the challenges that arise 
from existing urban infrastmcture 
constraints will be avoided - the 
development will be able to de- 
ploy today’s most advanced sys- 
tems for energy, resource man- 
agement, transportation, commu- 
nications and other essential in- 
frastructure. Further, because 
PlanIT Valley’s residences and 
facilities are integrated with its 
educational facilities and R&D 
programmes, innovations devel- 
oped there can be tested on an 
urban scale and evolved within 
PlanIT V alley for replication else- 
where”, added Mr. Lewis. 

Speaking, following the selec- 
tion of Paredes, Mayor Celso 
Ferreira said: “Hundreds of cor- 
porate and thought leaders have 
visited our municipality to be 
introduced to and understand 
PlanIT Valley. In the first few 
months we were delighted by the 
number and calibre of these visi- 
tors from all over the world show- 
ing support to Living PlanIT but 
this soon became the norm. We 
are proud to participate and pro- 
vide the home for this important 
European project.” 

Ian Taylor MBE, UK Mem- 
ber of Parliament and former 
Minister for Science and Tech- 
nology, who is a key member of 
this planned intelligent city, ex- 
plained; “This project will act as 
a stimulus for the application of 
advanced technologies. It could 
transform the way we organise 
the built environment and deliver 
advantages for innovation, skills 
and education. It will show that 
Portugal can seize opportunities 
to attract international firms to 
benefit its economic and employ- 
ment prospects.” 

Another partner of the com- 
pany is Cisco Systems, which 
said of the venture: “We are col- 
laborating with many industry 
initiatives, including Living 
PlanIT, that share a common vi- 
sion for the role of sustainability 
and IP in architecting next gen- 
eration communities.” 

Further positive comments 
were made by Dr. Peter van 
Manen, Managing Director of 
McLaren Electronic Systems 
Limited. 

“The sheer size and ambition 
of the endeavour presents us 
with a unique opportunity for 
bringing our talent, experience 
and expertise in realtime data, 
telemetry, control and simulation 
systems into the heart of a vi- 
brant urban environment. “Col- 
laboration with Living PlanIT 


and other likeminded partners in 
the valley will allow us to apply 
our knowledge in entirely new 
areas, such as intelligent urban 
transport and mobility systems. 
This will take us to market, not 
as a single element, but as part of 
a truly integrated solution. In so 
doing, we have the chance to 
make cities smarter and better 
places in which to live and work.” 

The location, according to 
Living PlanIT was chosen for a 
number of reasons. 

“Portugal offers ahigh level of 
education and location of univer- 
sities in relation to the PlanIT 
Valley site (five major universi- 
ties within 90km) with the larg- 
est in Portugal - University of 
Oporto - less than 1 5km away. 
In addition, there is a significant 
emphasis placed on knowledge 
development to support transi- 
tion to a knowledge economy”, 
the company says. 

Also, “the characteristics of 
a pool of human capital are at 
least as important as qualifica- 
tions alone. Portuguese history 
and culture have evolved a na- 
tional ethos that values hard 
work, collaboration, creativity, 
entrepreneurialism, multi-cul- 
tural and multi-lingual empa- 
thy.” 

Portugal, it adds, is a conven- 
ient location with short flight 
times for Europe and long-haul 
destinations worldwide. 

Earlier this week. New Scien- 
tist magazine revealed additional 
details of the project explaining 
that PlanIT Valley, much in the 
fashion of other sustainable cit- 
ies, will treat its own water, and 
tap renewable energy. Buildings 
will also have plant-covered 
roofs, which will reduce local 
temperature through 

evapotranspiration, as well as 
absorbing rainwater and pollut- 
ants. 

New Scientist however ar- 
gues that it is here where the simi- 
larities with other eco-cities end. 

PlanIT Valley will be built 


closer to existing transport links 
than the likes of Masdar City in 
Abu Dhabi, which welcomed its 
first visitors this month but 
should not be fully operational 
until 2020. 

The respected science maga- 
zine further says that the city’s 
‘brain’ will use data collected 
from a network of sensors akin 
to a nervous system to control 
the city’s power generation, 
water and waste treatment 

“If s a kind of ‘urban metabo- 
lism’, Steven Lewis was quoted 
as telling New Scientist. 

“Because we have reduced the 
cost of building, we can spend a 
bit more on the technology,” 
added Mr. Lewis. 

Software used to design cars 
and aircraft was used to create 
the architectural plans while 
buildings are being pre-fabri- 
cated so that when construction 
begins at the end of this year, it 
should be cheaper and quicker. 
The hexagonal shape of the 
buildings was chosen to make 
efficient use of space. 

The city will also be heavily 
reliant on sensors and could use 
weather forecasts to predict 
when days will be cloudy, which 
will reduce the amount of energy 
generated by the city’s photo- 
voltaic devices. It would then 
switch to using stored energy, in 
the form of ice produced by ex- 
cess electricity on sunnier days, 
to provide chilled water for the 
building’s air conditioning sys- 
tems, for example. New Scien- 
tist explains. 

An urban data centre will proc- 
ess all the information gathered 
by the system’s sensors - around 
5 petabytes each day. To prevent 
a problem hitting the data centre 
and knocking out the control of 
the entire city, each building will 
also have sufficient computing 
power to function on its own. 

To save on heating bills, the 
hot air produced by the data 
centre will be used to heat other 
buildings.

Tolls protest goes ahead 
without causing disruption 

A protest held last Friday in the Algarve to demonstrate the region's 
oppositiontotollsbeing introduced to the A22A/ia do Infante 
motorway lasted only a couple of minutes and caused none of the 
disruption that driver's feared would happen. 


Apromising young British film producer living inthe 
Algarve has had his first Portuguese production, a short, 
low-budget moviethat he practically single-handedly 
produced and very largely financed, snapped up by the 
national distribution arm of Warner Bros; it made its 
debut on the big screen on Wednesday this week at El 
Corte Ingles in Lisbon after scooping a prestigious award 
atthe Milan International Film Festival (MIFF). 


When news emerged that a 
slow-drive was to take place on 
the EN-125 at ‘rush hour’, when 
many people use the road to re- 
turn home after a day at work, it 
was widely feared that the sce- 
nario would be identical to 2004 
when the largest protest ever wit- 
nessed in the Algarve occurredand 
traffic crawled to a halt. 

However the dreaded disrup- 
tion never happened; around 20 
vehicles took part in the slow 
drive, causing minor disruption 
for just a few minutes. It was fur- 
ther hampered by the rain. 

When journalists questioned 
the seemingly poor turnout for 
the protest, Joao Vasconcelos, a 
member of the Commission for 


Users of the Via do Infante, 
which organized the demonstra- 
tion, refuted it had been a flop 
saying the protest was just “at the 
beginning’ ’ and that it had been up 
against several setbacks, such as 
the short space of time it had been 
given to organize the action. 

“We are just starting. The idea 
was to set off at 18h00, but we 
had difficulties in mobilizing the 
[local] population because we 
only had eight days in which to 
organize the demonstration”, he 
said, adding that the low partici- 
pation could also be explained by 
the various political followings in 
the region who “tried to make the 
protest about parties”. 

Jose Manuel Estevens, a par- 


ticipant in the protest from Vila 
Real de Santo Antonio, said he 
joined because in his opinion “the 
A22 is not technically a motor- 
way”. 

“This is a road that brings de- 
velopment to the region’s 
economy and with the introduc- 
tion of tolls the entry of foreign- 
ers is going to diminish, particu- 
larly the Spanish, and revenue 
will not be sufficient to compen- 
sate that loss”, he said. 

In 2004 the region’s popula- 
tion organised a protest against 
the introduction of tolls on the 
A22, which became the biggest 
demonstration of collective dis- 
pleasure ever seen inthe Algarve 
until today.

Earlier this year 25-year-old 
production graduate Adam Jones, 
who studied at Lincoln Univer- 
sity (UK), created a low-budget 
short film with Portuguese 
friends that has since reaped in- 
ternational acclamation. 

‘Shoot Me’ is described as a 
“very dramatic love triangle” that 
features three of the biggest 
names inthe Portuguese TV and 
film industry. 

Last month the 1 5 -minute long 
drama piece was put forward for 
the Milan International Film 
Festival, where it won the pres- 
tigious ‘Audience Award for Best 
Film 15-30 Minutes ’, in a cat- 
egory which included the Acad- 
emy Award nominee ‘Miracle 
Fish’. 

More recently, over the past 
two weeks, a “mind-blowing” 
deal has been brokered with 
Warner Bros, distributors in Por- 
tugal, Columbia TriStar Warner 
Filmes de Portugal (CTWFP), 
which distributes movies in Por- 
tugal, Spain, Angola, Brazil, 
Cape Verde and Mozambique. 

As of Thursday this week 
‘Shoot Me’ will be shown as a 
pre-film for the new Ben Affleck 
movie ‘ The T own’ in over 40 cin- 
emas throughout Portugal. It has 
also been confirmedthat it will be 


screened in Angola. 

The biggest achievement is 
that this is the first short film and 
the first Portuguese film that 
CTMFP are distributing. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News just hours ahead of the 
movie’s debut on Wednesday 
night, while en-route from the 
Algarve to Lisbon, Adam ex- 
plained how he is still “amazed” 
at the reaction that the movie has 
generated. 

“I’m still quite amazed about 
the reaction”, he said, adding “We 
were thrilled to see it on screen at 
the Milan festival”. 

‘Shoot Me’ was written by 
Andre Badalo, who is from 
Fuseta, Eastern Algarve, and co- 
written by fellow friend Joao 
Raposo. 

Mr. Jones was the movie’s 
producer and executive pro- 
ducer. 

Shot in two main locations, at 
Pra 9 a da F igueira, in Lisbon, and 
Quinta do Hespanhol, Torres 
Vedras, the movie had a budget 
of “between €16,000 and 
€17,000, which was mainly 
spent on post-production”, and 
mostly footed by Mr. Jones. 

After reading the script the 
stars of the film, actress Maria 
Joao Bastos and actors Ivo 
Canelas and Philippe Leroux, 
agreed to take on the roles for a 
nominal fee; it was explained 
“there wasn’t much of a budget 
for the actors”. 

Regarding W ednesday night’ s 
big debut, a pre-screening at El 


Corte Ingles, in Lisbon, as well as 
a showing in Oporto ahead of its 
mainstream release to the general 
public in cinemas across Portu- 
gal on Thursday (October Id*), 
he said “I ’ ve not accepted it until 
I actually see it on the screen to- 
nighf’. 

Mr. Jones moved to Portugal 
after a stint in production and 
broadcasting in London. 

“As producer and executive 
producer, I mainly funded the 
film as an attempt to get back into 
what I love and enjoy, film pro- 
duction”, he explained. 

Asked whether he expected 
his first Portuguese production 
to receive such great acclaim, and 
indeed whether he ever thought 
he could make a career in Portu- 
gal, Mr. Jones answered: “Not at 
all”. 

“When I moved here I didn’t 
really know whether I could have 
a career in film in Portugal; I only 
really picked the language up over 
the past year and a half I thought 
that I would probably have to 
leave [to continue a career inthe 
film industry] and that nothing 
would come about. . .” 

Mr. Jones is currently in the 
midst of planning a second pro- 
duction, “a full-length feature 
that will be shot inthe Algarve and 
is dual-language”. 

“I don’t want to say too much 
about it at the moment”, Mr. 
Jones told The Portugal News, 
but revealed “It will feature three 
international actors, from Spain, 
Mexico and Portugal”.

Driest September in 22 
years 


Portugal’s ability to break 
weather records continued last 
month after it was revealed 
this week that September was 
the driest month since 1988. 

According to a statement 
published this week by the 
Portuguese Met Office, rain- 
fall last month was down 
3 1 .5mm from the norm. 

The Met Office further ex- 


plains that by the end of Sep- 
tember, 91 percent of conti- 
nental Portugal was experi- 
encing a state of slight to mod- 
erate drought, with the re- 
mainder suffering a severe 
drought. 

Thermometers were also 
higher than usual, with tem- 
peratures between 0.7 and 
1 .2° Celsius above average. 
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Portugal elected to UN 
Security Council 


The United Nations General 
Assembly on Tuesday eleeted 
Portugal to anon-permanent seat 
on the Security Council, giving 
Lisbon its third turn on the piv- 
otal world body. 

Portugal gained its 20 1 1 -20 1 2 
seat in the third round of voting 
with 150 ballots after the with- 
drawal of Canada, which had dis- 
puted the same slot representing 
the “Western Europe and oth- 
ers” group. 

Election to the Security Coun- 
cil requires a vote of two-thirds, 
or at least 127 ballots. 

Germany was elected from the 
same group on the first round of 
voting with 128 ballots out of 
191. 

Ahead of the voting, Lisbon 
said its priorities, if elected, 
would be the crisis in Sudan, Af- 
rican security issues, and the cli- 
mate change threat of rising 
oceans to poor island nations. 


The Foreign Ministry said it 
had run an “inexpensive cam- 
paign”, counting primarily on 
Portuguese diplomacy and dia- 
logue to win support, rather than 
on “fireworks”. 

Portugal’s previous two-year 
terms on the Security Council 
were served in 1979-1980 and 
1997-1998. 

Other countries elected to the 
council on Tuesday without fac- 
ing challenges from within their 
respective groups were India, 
South Africa and Colombia. 

Of the announcement of 
Portuaf selection to the UN Se- 
curity Council, President Cavaco 
Silva said it represents interna- 
tional “recognition” of Lisbon’s 
“firm commitment to the values 
and objectives” of the world 
body. 

President Cavaco Silva, in a 
statement welcoming the vic- 
tory at the UN, said the election 


in which Canada was sidelined 
was a “success” for the Portu- 
guese government and its diplo- 
macy. 

Echoing the president’ s senti- 
ments, State Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs Joao Gomes 
Cravinho described the vote as a 
“great demonstration of confi- 
dence” in Portugal’s role on the 
“international scene”. 

“We are a country that builds 
bridges, a country with the capac- 
ity to develop dialogue with the 
most varied parts of the world”. 
Gomes Cravinho added in com- 
ments to Lusa News Agency in 
New York. 

European Commission Chair- 
man Jose Manuel Durao 
Barroso, a former prime minister 
of Portugal, sent his congratula- 
tions from Brussels to Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates and For- 
eign Minister Luis Amado.

Tourism improving in Algan/e 

In comparison to last year tourism in the Algarve this summer registered 
improvements in terms of nights spent, occupancy and revenue, and achieved "a 
good performance", accordingtothe regional tourism chief. 


The affirmation was made 
based on figures from the Na- 
tional Statistics Institute (INE) 
which will be officially made 
public on Monday by the 
President of the Regional Tour- 
ism Board (ERTA), Nuno 
Aires, during a seminar in 
Albufeira. 

On Monday Nuno Aires is 
expected to give ageneralround- 
up of the results relating to tour- 
ist activity in the region from the 
months of June, July and August 
during the seminar which is be- 
ing organised by the ERTA. 

Following the theme ‘Al- 
garve: Paths and Opportunities 
for T ouri sm Activity ’ the meet- 
ing will also see the participa- 
tion of State Secretary for T our- 


ismBemardo Trindade, and will 
sum up summer 20 1 0 in the Al- 
garve, Portugal’s main tourist 
destination. 

“We can see from the figures 
released by the INE that, firstly, 
there has been a growth regard- 
ing the number of nights spent [by 
tourists in theregion], occupancy 
and revenue”, revealed the head 
of the ERTA. 

It transpires that some 3.8 
million foreign tourists spent a 
night in officially-classified ac- 
commodation in the Algarve this 
summer, 4.7 percent more than 
in 2009, and an increase of almost 
5 . 8 percent in the number of Por- 
tuguese spending a night in the 
region, taking the total to around 
six million visitors, an overall in- 


crease of 5. 1 percent. 

The Algarve Association for 
Hotels and Tourist Resorts 
(AHETA) will also supply sta- 
tistics at the conference which 
reportedly support the 
ERTA’s announcement that 
this summer was better than last 
summer. 

National airport manage- 
ment company ANA further 
lent support to the statistics 
having registered a rise of 3.6 
million passengers processed 
by F aro Airport between Janu- 
ary and August this year.

Half of Portuguese men 
still live with parents 


European statistics have 
shown that half of all Portuguese 
men aged between 2 5 and 3 4 still 
live in the family home with their 
parents; more than the rest of 
their European counterparts. 

This was revealed by an offi- 
cial EU ‘Eurostat’ study based on 
data relating to ‘young adults’ in 
2008. 

It transpires that, according 


to Eurostat’s figures, in Portu- 
gal, 47.6 percent of men aged be- 
tween 25 and 39 and 34.9 per- 
cent of woman in the same age 
group still live at home with their 
parents. 

These are the highest figures 
of the EU. Of the 27 State-mem- 
bers, on average, only 19.6 per 
cent of women and 32 percent of 
men within that age range still 


live with their parents. 

Regarding young adults aged 
between 1 8 and 24, around eight 
in every ten women (82.8 per- 
cent) and nine in every ten men 
(91.6 percent) in Portugal still 
live with their parents, these fig- 
ures also being higher percent- 
ages than the EU average, which 
is 71 and 81.5 percent for men 
and women, respectively.

Portuguese have 196 ‘friends’ 
on social networking sites 

■ Divided between sites such as Facebook, Hi5 and Twitter, the average 

Portuguese boasts 196 'friends'. Thistotal allows Portugal to be placed 
fourth out of a list of 1 7 European countries. Overall, 48 countries and 
50,000 people were questioned in this ground-breaking survey 
conducted by British custom research company TNS. 


Portuguese are only topped by 
Norwegians (with an average of 
2 16 friends), Polish (201 friends) 
and Greeks (198 friends). 

When taking into eonsidera- 
tion users who are aged between 
1 6 and 20, Portugal elimbs to see- 
ond in the rankings, teenagers 
within this partieular group en- 
joying the eompany of 325 
‘friends’. 

Well ahead of Portugal in this 
partieular group are the Greeks, 
who have 439 friends. 

Researeh further indieates that 
Portuguese spend an average of 
1 3 hours a week online, with 64 
pereent of respondents saying 
their most important activity 
whilst logged on was checking e- 
mail, with the second most rel- 
evant past-time being accessing 
social networking sites. 

According to TNS, this is the 
largest ever global research 
project into people’s online ac- 
tivities and behaviour. 

Covering nearly 90 per cent of 
the world’s online population 
through 50,000 interviews with 
consumers in 46 countries, the 
study reveals major changes in the 
world’ s online behaviour. 

Core data from the study is 


being made publicly available via 
an interactive website - 
WWW. discoverdigitallife . com 

“This study covers more than 
twice as many markets as any 
other research.” said TNS Chief 
Development Officer Matthew 
Froggatt in a statement published 
this week. 

“It is the first truly global re- 
search into online activities, in- 
cluding all the key emerging mar- 
kets of the BRICs (Brazil, Rus- 
sia, India, China) and many of the 
‘Next 112. We have also re- 
searched beyond basic behaviour 
to provide more detailed data into 
attitudes and emotional drivers 
of that behaviour.” 

Activities such as blogging and 
social networking are gaining mo- 
mentum at huge speed in rapid 
growth markets. The research 
shows four out of five online us- 
ers in China (88%) and over half 
of those in Brazil (51%) have 
written their own blog or forum 
entry, compared to only 32% in 
the US. 


Growth in social networking 
has also been fuelled by the tran- 
sition from PC to mobile. Mobile 
users spend on average 3 . 1 hours 
per week on social networking 
sites compared to just 2.2 hours 
on email. 

The drive to mobile is driven 
by the increased need for instant 
gratification and the ability of 
social networks to offer multiple 
messaging formats, including the 
instant message or update func- 
tion. When looking at how the 
digital landscape will change in 
the future, research shows that 
consumers expect their use of 
social networking on mobiles to 
increase more than use through a 
PC. 

One further finding of the 
study showed that online con- 
sumers are, on average, spending 
more time on social networking 
sites such as Facebook and 
Linkedin than on email, despite 
the former only becoming main- 
stream in many markets over the 
last few years.

TPN/Lusa 


of targeting minorities 

The European Union Agency for Fundamental Rights (FRA) this week 
published the first results from the first ever EU-wide survey on police 
stops of minorities. 


The findings in this study 
show that minorities who per- 
ceive they are stopped because 
of their ethnic background have a 
lower level of trust in the police. 
The results from the FRA’s sur- 
vey are launched together with 
the FRA Guide on discrimina- 
tory ethnic profiling. 

FRA Director Morten 
Kjaerum: “Evidence shows that 
in a number of EU Member States 
a person belonging to a minority 
is more likely to be stopped by 
the police than a person belong- 
ing to the majority population.” 

The FRA explained in its state- 
mentthat whenadecisionto stop 
an individual is motivated solely 
or mainly by virtue of a person’ s 
race, ethnicity or religion, this 
constitutes discriminatory eth- 
nicprofiling. Such practices can 
serve to alienate certain commu- 
nities in the EU, and in turn can 
contribute to inefficient policing. 
The FRA interviewed 23,500 
people from an ethnic minority 
and immigrant background about 
their experiences of police stops. 


and in ten Member States the 
majority population was also 
interviewed to be able to compare 
findings. 

Looking at the results as a 
whole, minority respondents 
were stopped more often by the 
police than majority respond- 
ents; forexample on public trans- 
port or on the street. 

Some minority groups are par- 
ticularly heavily policed. For ex- 
ample in Greece, Roma respond- 
ents who said they were stopped 
by the police experienced on av- 
erage 6 police stops in a 12 month 
period, while maj ority population 
respondents experienced on aver- 
age 2 stops in the same period. 


Minority respondents were 
more likely to be asked for their 
identity papers. For example, in 
Italy, 90% of Northern Africans 
who were stopped were asked 
for identity papers in compari- 
son with 48% of majority re- 
spondents. 

Of the 27 EU Member States, 
the UK is the only one that sys- 
tematically collects and pub- 
lishes police data on stops, which 
includes information on the eth- 
nicity of those stopped. Thanks 
to this data, the police and local 
communities are informed about 
the situation on the ground and 
can identify policing practices 
that may be discriminatory.

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Price set for egg and sperm donations 


Fixed prices were this week 
announced for the donation of 
eggs and sperm to “protect” an 
industry that was described at a 
conference as “brutal”. 

The National Committee for 
Medically Assisted Procreation 
(PMA) recently proposed a limit 
of €62 8 per donated egg and €42 


per donated batch of sperm, re- 
spectively, and there are already 
clinics putting the prices into 
practice. 

Different “compensatory 
prices” were proposed by the 
PMA based on the different 
types of “upset” caused by the 
interventions. 


According to the recommen- 
dations of the Committee, finan- 
cial rewards for the donations 
should be based on the Social 
Support Index (IAS), which is 
currently €419.22. 

The PMA suggested that the 
donation of an egg is worth “one 
and a halftimes” the IAS (€628), 


and that a sperm donation is 
worth a tenth of the IAS, or 
€41.92. 

A clinic currently applying the 
prices suggested by the PMA is 
the Ava Clinic, Lisbon, though on 
the clinic’s website it explains 
“donors receive compensation 
for the trips [to the clinic] and for

the inconvenience of the proce- 
dure, not for the donated eggs”. 

Speaking during the 4* Portu- 
guese Congress for Reproductive 
medicine Ana Sousa Ramos, a 
biologist and embryologist who 
works at the Ava Clinic refuted 
the idea that some donors only 
give away their eggs for money 
but recognized that the fixing of a 
‘ceiling’ would “bring an end to 
competition”. 

Within that context, she 
stressed that “the social and eco- 
nomic conditions of the donors 
are not poor, contrary to what is 
normally assumed”. 

Following Ana Sousa Ramos, 
lawyer Vera Lucia Raposo, of 
Coimbra University ’ s Biomedical 
Rights department, who looked 
into the “less pretty” side of medi- 
cally assisted reproduction. 

The specialist underlined 


how, legally, eggs and sperm are 
classified as “things” and they are 
“things that make a lot on 
money”, 

“We are looking at a brutal in- 
dustry. This is a business”, she 
said, defending the commerciali- 
zation of the ‘ genetic material’ by 
claiming “only this way is there 
any real protection”. 

Despite taking a controversial 
position on the topic, which did 
not pass unnoted by some. Ana 
Lucia Raposo warned of some of 
the risks that the ‘commerce’ 
could unravel. 

“Those who pay want to 
chose and who would chose the 
hunchback ofNotre Dame when 
they can have Brad Pitt”, she said, 
warning of the “real dangers” of 
“first and second class eggs and 
sperm”, as well as there being 
“first and second class donors”. 


Unemploymentrate drops 
to 10.7%inAugust- 
OECD 

Portugal's unemployment rate dropped by 0.1 
percentage pointsto 10.7% in August, according to the 
Organisation for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) figures released this week. 


Despite the improvement, the 
August figures were still 0.5 per- 
centage points above the 
OECD’s August 2009 unem- 
ployment rate of 9.2%. 

It was the second consecutive 
monthly drop in the Portuguese 
unemployment rate as measured 
by the OECD, after hitting a 
record-high 11% in May and 
June. 

Historically, seasonal factors 


push the unemployment rate 
downwards during the summer 
months. 

Portugal’s rate was the fifth 
highest among the 24 OECD 
countries surveyed. 

Unemployment was highest in 
Spain (20.5%), followed by 
Slovakia (14.6%) and Ireland 
(13.9%). The EU average for the 
first six months of the year was 
9.6%. TPN/Lusa 
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Strike will change nothing, 
says F inance Minister 



The Portuguese Government will not back down from its austerity 
measures despite a general strike called for November 24, Finance 
Minister Fernando Teixeira dos Santos has said. 


“I believe there is no need to 
be agitated about the general 
strike. Trade unions have called 
it, they have a right to do so, but 
that won’t change the govern- 
ment ’ s mind about what needs to 
be done”, Teixeira dos Santos 
said in apress conference. 

The minister added that “the 
country’s financing capacity is 
at stake” and that fiscal consoli- 
dation will be “harsh and de- 
manding” but it needs to be done, 
or “the nation’s situation would 
be much worse than people 
imagine”. 


Labour confederations CGTP 
and UGT, in a near-unprec- 
edented move, called a joint gen- 
eral strike for November 24 pro- 
testing a package of government 
austerity measures aimed at re- 
ducing the country’s deficit. 

Among the measures ad- 
vancedby the government are tax 
increases and wage cuts for civil 
servants. 

Teixeira dos Santos also said 
that the government’ s macroeco- 
nomic forecasts in its 2011 
budget will be “prudent”, and 
that he expects the austerity 


measures to “naturally have an 
impact” on economic growth. 

“In 2011, Portugal’s growth 
will be lower than in 2010, both 
due to the tenuous recovery in the 
global economy - especially in 
[Portugal’s] main trading part- 
ners - and to the impact of the 
additional fiscal restraint meas- 
ures”, the minister said. 

Teixeira dos Santos further 
estimated that a round of wage 
cuts up to 1 0% will result in a€ 1 
billion decrease in public spend- 
ing for 201 1.

Telecom regulator spends 
1 50,000 on birthday bash 


Despite the widespread belt-tightening and austerity 
measures being imposed on Portuguese taxpayers, 
revelations that the national telecommunications 
watchdog spent €1 50,000 on a dinner has been met with 
anger and disbelief.

News of the extravagance of a 
public entity whose primary 
function is to look after the pub- 
lic interest, was made public fol- 
lowing a posting on the 
www.base.gov.pt website, 
where spending of state-run in- 
stitutions is posted. 

The expenditure listed refers 
to a dinner held to commemorate 
the National Communications 
Authority’s (ANACOM) 20 an- 
niversary. 

On the site, a number of items 
are referred to which add to a to- 
tal close to 150,000. 

Upon the emergence of these 
figures, the main opposition So- 
cial Democratic Party (PSD) de- 
cided to hand in a parliamentary 
requisition demanding to know 
whether the Prime Minister was 
forewarned of these expences and 
whether he intends taking any 
action, if at all, against 


ANACOM over behaviour 
which has been termed as “unac- 
ceptable”. 

According to Government ac- 
counts, ANACOM used 
€60,476 forthe organisation, ca- 
tering and entertainment at its 
anniversary dinner. A further 
€73,063 was spent on the hiring, 
setting up and decoration of tents. 

An additional €12,000 was 
approved for the payment of in- 
vitations. 

Further to the dinner, 
ANACOM has also spent 
€183,935 since last year on its 
rebranding, which included the 
purchase of diaries, the produc- 
tion of a “humourous video”, 
mouse-pads and pen-drives. 

The PSD has further de- 
manded to know what measures 
Jose Socrates is planning on tak- 
ing against the watchdog and 
whathe intends doing to end “this 


type of spending by companies 
or institutions directly answer- 
able to the Government”. 

Speaking to reporters, MP and 
PSD deputy chairman Luis 
Menezes termed ANACOM’ s 
behaviour and expenditure at the 
dinner as “obscene”. 

He explained that the apparent 
lavishness of the regulator is not 
a question of “legality”, but rather 
one of “morality”. 

The PSD, which has voiced its 
opposition to the Government’s 
proposed tax hikes, believes the 
taxpayer is better served in look- 
ing for ways to save money and 
cut expences than being asked to 
fork out more money to assist in 
reigning in the country’s bur- 
geoning budget deficit. 

As a result, the PSD have 
launched a site (www.cortar 
despesas.com) in which it asks 
for suggestions and ideas from 
taxpayers on where and how to 
cut spending. 

The site is mainly focussed at 
being a voice against the so-called 
‘Socrates Plan’ and has already 
attracted close to 90,000 visits 
while it boasts over 4,000 
Facebookfans. 

While the Government has re- 
mained silent to date on the 
PSD’s claims, ANACOM this 
week reacted by explaining that 
its financing does not depend on 
the budget. 

“On the contrary, ANACOM 
has been making financial contri- 
butions to the state, usually by 
amounts which equate to 85% of 
the authority’s net profits”. 

ANACOM says state coffers 
havebeenboostedby around 72.5 
million euros over the past five 
years. 

The authority further ex- 
plained that the anniversary din- 
ner it staged last year complied 
with all legalities and can there- 
fore not beaccusedof any wrong- 
doing. 
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Portugal says South Africa key to firming up positions 
in Angola, Mozambique 


The head of Lisbon’ s trade and 
investment promotion agency 
AICEP, Basilio Horta, has 
warned that Portuguese compa- 
nies could lose ground in tradi- 
tional Angolan and Mozambican 
markets if they sideline oppor- 
tunities in South Africa. 

“Portugal has great interests 
to defend in sub-Saharan Africa 
and as such it cannot ignore South 
Africa, a great regional power 
with privileged relations with 
Angola and Mozambique”, Mr. 
Horta told Lusa News Agency in 
Johannesburg late last week. 

Speaking on the sidelines of 
Portuguese-South African busi- 
ness forum, he noted that South 
Africa had recently re-launched 
its ties with Angola, a dynamic 
the Portuguese “must accom- 
pany”. 

Mr. Horta said the bilateral fo- 
rum, which began last Wednes- 
day, allowed Portuguese firms to 
showcase competitive capacities 
in many sectors of interest to 
South Africa, among which re- 


newable energy, agro-industries, 
road construction, telecommuni- 
cations, environment, and finan- 
cial services. 

He said AICEP had signed a 
memorandum of understanding 
for cooperation with South Af- 
rica’s biggest investment promo- 
tion agency, the Gauteng Devel- 
opment Agency. Though still 


small, Mr. Horta pointed to grow- 
ing Portuguese exports to South 
Africa as apositive sign of future 
opportunities. 

In the seven months through 
to July, Portuguese exports to 
the country grew 40 percent to 
€43 million in contrast to a total 
of€52 million during all of last 
year, he said. TPN/Lusa

Taxation of pensions in Portugal 

Part n°2 - Public Pensions: Allowances & Assessment by Dennis Swing Greene 


This is the 2nd of a 5-part 
series on assessment of Pri- 
vate, Social Security and Pub- 
lic Pensions in Portugal 

Doubling up on Allow- 
ances - One obvious benefit 
with source assessment ofthese 
types of pensions is the sepa- 
ration of taxation from other 
pensions taxed only in the coun- 
try of Residence. The net ef- 
fect is often a “doubling” of al- 
lowances, first available in the 
home jurisdiction for the civil 
service pension and then a sec- 
ond relief is granted on other 
pensions taxable in the resi- 
dence state. 

For example, John Smith, a 
UK national, received an “Old 
Age” Pension (Social Security) 
of €9,000 as well as a Military 
Pension of€6,000. Before mov- 
ing to Portugal, he paid ±€2,600 
in tax on the total income of 
€15,000, deducted directly at 
source from his military stipend 
(PAYE). When he moves to 
Portugal, the assessment of the 
pensions is now split between 
the two jurisdictions. As a re- 
sult, his personal allowance 
eliminates his UK assessment 
while his Portuguese pension 
allowance plus personal tax 
credits wipe out any Portu- 
guese taxation, leaving him with 


the extra€2,600 as additional dis- 
posable income rather than taxes 
withheld at source. 

Aggregation 

While your government pen- 
sion may not be taxed in Portugal, 
it stillneeds to be reported. There 
are several reasons forthis obliga- 
tion. First and foremost, while not 
assessed directly, it is still used to 
calculate your tax rate. 

For example, Jim Jones has 3 
pensions from different sources: 

Military € 8,000 
Social Security € 7,000 
Occupational €15.000 
Total € 30,000 

While he is assessed on only 
€22,000 in Portugal (the €8,000 
Army Pension is exclusively tax- 
able by treaty in the UK), the full 
€30,000 is used to calculate the 
tax rate in Portugal, pushing him 
into ahighertax bracket. While at 
first glance this may seem unfair, 
it affords identical overall tax 
treatment to what would have 
happened had Mr. Jones re- 
mained in the UK, thereby main- 
taining a level playing field. 

A quite different reason to de- 
clare has to do with your “/R5" 
Tax Return. Beyond reporting 
and settling any assessable in- 
come to Finangas, your tax dec- 


laration is also used as proof of 
income in a variety of circum- 
stances. For example, if you 
want to buy a house and need a 
mortgage, you must submit 
your Portuguese “7RY” decla- 
ration as part of the required 
personal information. If the 
declaration were not shared, it 
would only hurt your chances 
of being approved for the loan. 

Finally, like so many other 
concerns dealing with taxa- 
tion, your reporting is strictly 
a matter of law, not personal 
preferences. If you elect to 
neglect this income on your 
declaration, you should be 
prepared to accept any conse- 
quences if the facts eventually 
reach the light of day.

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Bank of Portugal ups 2010 growth, 
forecasts stagnation for 2011 





The Bank of Portugal has revised its 
economic growth forecast for this year 
up to a figure of 1 .2 percent, an 
increase of 0.3 percent on earlier 
estimates. These projections follow a 
report by the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) in which it predicts a state of 
recession for Portugal.

The central bank’s Autumn 
Economic Bulletin explained the 
rise from its earlier projection of 
0.9 percent growth for 20 1 0 to a 
greater than expected increase in 
domestic demand and exports. 

It also forecast a flat, no- 
growth scenario for next year. 

The bank said its latest fore- 
casts did not take into account 
the government’s latest auster- 
ity policies that were announced 
on September 29 with in the 
framework of its proposed belt- 
tightening budget for 20 1 1 . 

The IMF had last week also 
forecast stagnation for 2011, 
but changed its estimates to pre- 
dict economic contraction after 
it had taken into account the gov- 
ernment’s string of austerity 
measures. 

The Fund said that the Portu- 
guese economy should contract 
by 1 .4 percent next year, pre- 
dicting only Greece would 
record worse economic results 
in 2011. 

In its 238-page World Eco- 
nomic Outlook unveiled on 
Wednesday by the Fund’ s chief 
economist Olivier Blanchard, 
the IMF expects Portugal to 
record negative growth once 


ward a two pronged approach. 

At global level, the Commis- 
sion supports the idea of a F inan- 
cial Transactions Tax (FTT), 
which could help fund interna- 
tional challenges such as devel- 
opment or climate change. 

At EU level, the Commission 
recommends that a Financial 
Activities Tax (FAT) would be 
the preferable option. 

If carefully designed and im- 
plemented, an EU FAT could 
generate significant revenues and 
help to ensure greater stability of 
financial markets, without pos- 
ing undue risk to EU competi- 
tiveness.

Portugal praises Chinese Nobel Prize winner 


“[The award] reflects the im- 
portance given by theNorwegian 
committee to human rights and 
basic freedoms on a universal 
scale, and those values and prin- 
ciples are written into the Portu- 
guese Constitution”, Paula 
Mascarenhas said. 

Portuguese President Cavaco 
Silva meanwhile told reporters 
that Liu’s choice was a way of 
“drawing attention to the impor- 
tance of human rights to achieve 
peace”. 

The President declined to make 
further comment, arguing that he 
has ‘ ‘very little information on the 
issue” and that “in all foreignmat- 
ters there must be a degree of co- 
ordination between the presi- 
dency and the government”. 

Meanwhile, Portuguese mem- 
bers of the European Parliament 
from several political areas con- 
gratulated the Chinese dissident, 
praising his “commitment to hu- 
man rights”. 

PSD (Social Democrats, 
center-right) MEP Mario David 
told Lusa News Agency that the 
Nobel Committee “made a cou- 
rageous choice” in Liu, as “there 
were many pressures for choos- 
ing differently”. David noted 
Liu’s “commitment to democ- 
racy and human rights” . 

CDS (Christian Democrats) 
MEP Nuno Melo believes the 
award to Liu shows “the primacy 
ofvalues that are fundamental in 
Western civilisation”: “This 
prize shows that, in certain areas, 
[the West] isn’t willing to give in 
despite the growing importance 
of economic issues.” 


Left Bloc MEP Miguel Portas 
said that the award is “positive” 
and that it will “draw attention 
to humanrights issues in China”. 

Former Portuguese President 
and UN High Representative for 
the Alliance of Civilizations 
Jorge Sampaio said Liu’s award 
“recognizes the struggle for hu- 
man rights” and Liu’s “courage 
andpersonal sacrifice”. 

Communist Party parliamen- 
tary whip Bernardino Soares de- 
clined to speak about the Nobel 
Laureate: “We will comment on 
that issue at the appropriate 
time.” 

Liu, a writer and political ac- 
tivist, was arrested in 2008 for 
“subversive activities”. He was 
awarded the 2010 Nobel Peace 
Prize for his “long non-violent 
struggle for fundamental rights in 
China”. 

The Chinese government has 
reacted angrily to the award, 
warning that it will damage the re- 
lationship between China and 
Norway. 

Further opposition came from 
Portugal’s CMnese League, who 
termedthe award “meaningless” 
and “biased”. 

“We see apolitical intent and 
a clear goal to set the world 
against China”, Chinese League 
President Y Ping Chow said. 

The Nobel Committee ’ s deci- 
sion was “terrible” as the award 
was given to “a man who merely 
criticizes the Chinese govern- 
ment” and who is under arrest 
“for breaking the country’s 
laws”, Y Ping Chow said.

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EU “deeply regrets” appointment of suspected “drug 
kingpin” to lead BissauNavy, Portugal silent 
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European Union High Representative for Foreign Affairs Catherine Ashton has this 
week expressed her "deep regrets" at the appointment of suspected "drug kingpin" 
Jose Americo Bubo Na Tchuto as Guinea Bissau's Navy chief of staff. Portugal, 
meanwhile, has said it is "willing to continue to support" Bissau, while opting not to 
comment on Bubo NaTchuto'sappointment. 


“The High Representative 
deeply regrets the appointment 
of Rear Admiral Bubo Na 
Tehuto”, Commissioner 
Ashton’s spokesman wrote in a 
press statement. “Mr. Bubo Na 
Tehuto played a destabilising 
role in the aftermath of the April 
1 mutiny and is under sanetions 
by international partners for al- 
leged links to illieit aetivities.” 

Bubo Na T ehuto was aceused 
by the U S Treasury Department 
ofbeing involved in dmg trading. 
Another high ranking Guinean 
offieial, former Air Foree Gen- 
eral Ibraima Papa Camara, was 
also described by W ashington as 
a “drug kingpin”. 

Washington has enforced 
sanctions against both Na 
Tchuto and Camara, freezing 
their US assets and banning US 
citizens from having any dealings 
with them. Both Na Tchuto and 
Camara deny the charges. 

“This decision constitutes a 
further setback to good govern- 
ance in Guinea-Bissau, shows a 
further militarisation of politics 
in the country, and could entail 
negative consequences in the 


country’s relationship with the 
EU,” Ashton’s spokesman de- 
clared. 

Bubo Na Tchuto was Navy 
Chief of Staff until August 2008, 
when he fled the country and went 
into exile in Gambia after being 
charged with plotting a coup. 

He returned to Bissau and took 
refuge at the UN diplomatic com- 
pound last December. Na T ehuto 
was allegedly involved in the 
April 1 military uprising that 
ousted and arrested Armed F orces 
Chief of Staff Adm. Jose Zamora 
Induta, led by General Antonio 
Indjai. 

Major donors, including the 
European Union, suspended aid 
to Bissau’s plans to reform its 
chronically restless defence and 
security forces following the 
April uprising. 

In a move roundly decried by 
the international community. 
President Malam Bacai Sanha 
appointed Indjai as the new 
Armed Forces Chief of Staff in 
June. 

Last week, he also appointed 
Na T ehuto to head the N avy , Maj . 
Gen. Mamadu Ture to be Indjai’ s 


deputy and ex-Navy chief Com- 
modore Estevao Namena as Gen- 
eral Inspector of defence forces. 

Following the news, Portugal 
said it would maintain its bilat- 
eral support to Guinea-Bissau 
despite the controversial ap- 
pointment, Portuguese ambassa- 
dor to Bissau Antonio Ricoca 
Freire toldLusa. 

Ricoca Freire spoke to Lusa on 
Saturday, after meeting Guinean 
Prime Minister Carlos Gomes 
Junior, and after the European 
Union made its position public. 

“I’m currently not authorised 
[to comment], and I don’t think 
it’s correct to react on the spot. 
I’ll just say this situation has 
some other angles that will allow 
for a clearer picture”, the ambas- 
sador said. 

Ricoca Freire then added the 
Portuguese government is “will- 
ing to continue aiding Guinea- 
Bissau as necessary”, noting that 
“within a week or maybe 10 
days” a Portuguese delegation 
will come to Bissau in order to 
“carefully prepare” a coopera- 
tion plan for 2011 -20 1 3 .

Cavaco Silva sets presidential vote for 
January 23 


President Anibal Cavaco 
Silva, widely expected to seek a 
second term, on Monday set 
Portugal’s presidential election 
for next January 23 . 

The election date was an- 
nounced on the Belem Palace 
website. 

A presidential aide told Lusa 
News Agency that Cavaco Silva 
had previously informed the 
four candidates already in the 
running of his decision. 


An economist and politically 
conservative, Cavaco Silva has 
yet to throw his hat into the ring, 
but is generally expected to seek 
a second and last consecutive five- 
year mandate. 

All Portuguese presidents 
have been re-elected since the de- 
mocracy-restoring ‘Carnation 
Revolution’ in 1974. 

The incumbent’s main chal- 
lenger is generally considered to 
be veteran Socialist politician 


Manuel Alegre, who has the back- 
ing of the ruling Socialists and the 
small Left Bloc party.

‘Final Sprint’ to pivotal Lisbon summit 
inview-Rasmussen 


NATO enters its “final sprint” 
this week in the countdown to the 
alliance ’ s key November summit 
in Lisbon that will adopt a new 
“strategic concept” for the bloc, 
Secretary-General Anders F ogh 
Rasmussen said earlier this week. 
He said the November 19-20 
summit would “mould” NATO 
strategy for the coming decade. 

The “final sprint”, he told a 
Brussels news conference, 
kicked off on Thursday in a joint 
meeting of NATO defence and 


foreign ministers to discuss the 
draft proposal for a new “strate- 
gic concepf’. 

Mr. Rasmussen said first reac- 
tions to the “ambitious” draft 
proposal from member states had 
been “positive”, adding he hoped 
defence ministers would give 
“strong support” to plans to re- 
structure NATO commands. 

Summit host Portugal has in- 
sisted it is not ready to relinquish 
the Oeiras-headquartered Joint 
Command Lisbon, one of 


NATO’s three main subdivi- 
sions, as part of the reforms. 

Mr. Rasmussen also said the 
apex meeting should take a posi- 
tion on US-sponsored plans to 
build an anti-missile shield, an 
initiative opposed by Russia. 

Moscow, he added, had yet to 
respond to an invitation, issued 
weeks ago, to attend a NATO- 
Russia summit parallel to the al- 
liance meeting in the Portuguese 
capital.

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Road deaths down □ 


Accidents on Portuguese roads so far this year have claimed a 
total of 539 lives, the National Road Safety Authority (ANSR) 
has revealed. 



Figures released this past 
week have shown that 14 fewer 
people of have died on the na- 
tion’s roads during the first nine 
months of the year when eom- 
pared with 2009. 

Last year, 553 fatalities were 
reported between January and 
September. 

As usual, the Oporto and Lis- 
bon Metropolitan Areas were 
where most deaths were regis- 
tered, with both eounting 7 0 fa- 
talities. 

The areas to report the low- 
est growth was Vila Real, 10 
deaths and Braganpa, with 1 1 . 

Despite progress in reducing 
fatalities, serious injuries result- 
ing from traffic accidents in- 
creased to 1 ,969 from last year’ s 
corresponding total of 1 ,923 . 

The figures released by the 
ANSR do only include deaths 
reported by authorities at the 
scene of an accident or those 
who die en route to the hospital. 

Officially, and starting this 
year, road death statistics will 
now also include fatalities re- 
ported up to 3 0 days after an ac- 
cident. 

The AN SR has requested pe- 
riods of six months to calculate 
road death statistics, with figures 
for J anuary and F ebruary reveal- 
ing an increase in the region of 3 0 
percent when deaths reported a 
month following an accident are 
taken into consideration. 

Earlier this year, the ANSR 


disclosed that around one in 
three drivers who die on Portu- 
guese roads were well over the 
legal alcohol limit. 

Paulo Marquesa, President of 
ANSR, told the Lusa News 
Agency: “One in three drivers 
who die as the victims of road 
accidents are found to have ex- 
cess alcohol in their blood, and 
one in four who are autopsied 
have over 1 .2 grams of alcohol per 
litre of blood”, in their systems. 

Driving while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol is one of the most 
common risk factors that cause 
road deaths in Portugal, the 
ANSR says. 

“We shouldn’t refer to [these 
incidents] as ‘accidents’, we 
should call them disasters pro- 
voked by irresponsible drivers”, 
Mr. Marques declared earlier 
this summer. 

According to the head of 
ANSR, Portugal’s strategic ob- 
jective isto “significantly reduce 
the number of drivers who are 
killedby2015”. 

“Over time Portugal has 
mapped out a very positive path. 
At the beginning of the decade 
we were the worst country in the 
EU andwemanaged to reduce the 
number of deaths by half and we 
are now close to the European 
average”, he stressed. 

But while the number of 
deaths on Portugal’s roads may 
have been slashed by more than 
half, the statistics reveal a ten- 


dency for stagnation regarding 
deaths related to alcohol con- 
sumption, which when com- 


pared to the rest of the EU, is 
described as ‘worrying’. 
Authorities carry out alcohol 


checks on more than half a mil- 
lion drivers every year and the 
statistics show that between 


2005 and 2009 the number of of- 
fenders has grown by 20 per- 
cent. 
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EU misses 2010 biodiversity loss target 



A report published late last week by the 
European Commission has confirmed that 
the European Union has missed its target of 
halting the loss of biodiversity by 201 0. 


An assessment of implemen- 
tation of the Commission’s 
Biodiversity Aetion Plan 
shows that Europe’s 
biodiversity remains under se- 
vere threat from the exeessive 
demands we are making on our 
environment, such as changes in 
land use, pollution, invasive 


species and climate change. 

However, the assessment re- 
veals that significant progress 
has been made over the last two 
years. Important lessons 
learned from implementing the 
action plan will underpin the 
EU’s post-2010 strategy.

sioner JanezPotocniksaid: “We 
have learned some very impor- 
tant lessons andmanagedto raise 
biodiversity to the top of the po- 
litical agenda. But we need eve- 
ryone on board and not just in 
Europe. The threat around the 
world is even greater than in the 
EU. That’s why it’s imperative 
that Nagoya delivers a strong 
global strategy on the protection 
of biodiversity and ecosys- 
tems.” 

The Biodiversity Action 
Plan was launched in 2006 with 
the aim of halting biodiversity 
loss in the EU by 20 1 0. 

This latest assessment of 
progress made on some 1 50 dif- 
ferent actions concludes that 
while significant progress has 
been made in a number of areas, 
the overall 2010 biodiversity tar- 
get has not been reached. 

T argeted actions to reverse the 
decline of endangered species and 
habitats have been successful. 

The Natura 2000 network has 
been significantly extended and 
now comprises around 26,000 
sites, covering 1 8 percent of the 
EU’s land territory. 

Efforts to protect marine and 
freshwater ecosystems have been 
boosted by the new Marine Strat- 
egy Directive. This summer the 
Commission set out the criteria 
to be used by Member States to 
assess the environmental status 
of their seas. 

The work of the ongoing 
study on the economics of eco- 
systems and biodiversity 
(TEEB) has led to the increased 
recognition of the economic value 
of nature’s assets. TEEB is al- 
ready helping decisionmakers to 


recognise the value of investing 
in natural capital. 

The Biodiversity Action Plan 
has helped increase understand- 
ing of the drivers of biodiversity 
loss (such as climate change), how 
biodiversity and other sectoral 
activities are interlinked and the 
important role of ecosystems 
such as for mitigating and adapt- 
ing to climate change. 

Lessons learned willbe invalu- 
able in ensuring that renewed ef- 
forts to halt biodiversity loss are 
successful. In March, the EU 
committed to anewtarget: to halt 
the loss of biodiversity and the 
degradation of ecosystem serv- 
ices in the EU by 2020, restore 
them in so far as feasible, while 
stepping up the EU contribution 
to averting global biodiversity 
loss. 

The integration of bio-diver- 
sity and ecosystem concerns into 
other EU policies will be central 
to the post-2010 strategy. The 
planned reforms of policy areas 
which have significant implica- 
tions for biodiversity - such as 
the Common Agricultural Policy 
and the Common Fisheries Policy 
- as well as the preparations for 
the next programming period for 
EU Regional Policy, offer impor- 
tant opportunities. These are sig- 
nificant both in terms of reducing 
impacts on biodiversity and as 
potential sources of financing for 
biodiversity conservation and 
restoration. 

The new strategy will benefit 
from a significantly strengthened 
knowledge base, including a 
biodiversity baseline that will al- 
low trends beyond 2010 to be 
clearly established and measured. 
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A Jewish and Democratic State 



"With this law Israel buys an exitticketfromthefamily of nations," wrote Israeli journalist Nahum 
Barnea last week in the newspaper YediothAhronoth. "The proposed loyalty law. ..is really racist. 

It obliges non-Jews to declare that they would be loyal to the Jewish state but exempts Jews from 
this obligation." But Israeli Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu's proposed new law is not racist, 
just short-sighted and nasty.

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It is really about foreign 
policy: Netanyahu has also just 
demanded that the Palestinian 
Authority recognise Israel as a 
“Jewish and democratic state.” 
Back in 1977, prime minister 
Menachem Begin said exactly the 
opposite: “We do not (demand 
that) our right to exist in the land 
of our fathers be recognized.” 

“It is a different recognition 
which is required between us and 
our neighbours,” Begin contin- 
ued: “Recognition of sovereignty 
and of the mutual need for a life 
of peace and understanding.” In 
other words, take the concrete 
steps that Israel needs for apeace- 
ful and secure future, and don’t 
demand that everybody else sub- 
scribes to your own philosophi- 
cal self-description. 

Begin observed that principle 
inthe peace treaty he signed with 
Egypt in 1979, and Yitzhak 
Rabin used the same language in 
the 1994 peace treaty with Jor- 
dan. In both treaties the parties 
recognise each other’s sover- 
eignty, integrity, and political in- 
dependence, but there is not a 
word about Israel’s Jewishness. 
That’ s an internal issue for Israe- 
lis (who are, in any case, divided 
about the definition of who is re- 
ally a Jew). 

Defining a country in ethnic 
and/or religious terms sounds 
racist to people who live in 
multicultural societies like the 
United States, India or South Af- 
rica, but it is actually quite com- 
mon. Few people object to the 
“blood and soil” definitions of 
nationality that prevail in Ger- 
many and Japan, or to states that 
proclaim themselves to be Is- 
lamic Republics. On one condi- 
tion: that they do not treat their 
ethnic or religious minorities as 
second-class citizens. 

Israel’s constitution declared 
it to be a “Jewish state” way back 
in 1 948, but in theory its laws ap- 
ply equally to all its citizens in- 
cluding the 20 percent Arab mi- 
nority. (In practice, Israeli citi- 
zens of Arab descent have a hard 
time, but Israeli governments use 
the shield of sovereignty and say 
that that is a purely domestic is- 
sue.) 

Netanyahu’s predecessors 
avoided any mention of Israel’s 
“right to exist” or its Jewish char- 
acter when they made peace trea- 
ties with Egypt and Jordan, be- 
cause real sovereign states do not 
negotiate these matters with 
other governments. A different 
approach was needed for the Pal- 
estinians inthe occupied territo- 
ries, because they didn’t have a 
state yet. 

When Israel finally began talk- 
ing to the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation in the early 90s, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
demanded that the PLO publicly 
recognise Israel’ s right to exist. (It 
complied in 1993.) However, 
Rabinnever askedthe Palestinians 
to acknowledge the “Jewishness” 
of the Israeli state, because that 
would be a deal-breaker. 

You can’t ask Palestinians 
whose parents or grandparents 
were driven from their homes dur- 
ing the 1948 war, and were not al- 
lowed to go home again after the 
fighting endedbecause that would 
undermine the “Jewishness” of 
the new state, to accept that defi- 


nition as legitimate. All you can 
ask, if you really want peace with 
them, is that they accept the real- 
ity of the Israeli state and recog- 
nise its borders. 

So when Binyamin 
Netanyahu raised the ante last 
week by demanding that the Pal- 
estinians recognise Israel specifi- 
cally as a Jewish state (and not 
just a sovereign state), Palestin- 
ian leader Mahmoud Abbas re- 
plied: “Name yourself the He- 
brew Socialist Republic — it is 
none of my business.” 

Israel can call itself whatever it 
wants and define itselfhowever it 
likes, but it cannot demand that 
other states accept those defini- 
tions. So why would Netanyahu 
make such a demand if he wants 
the peace talks to succeed? 

He doesn’t. He is unwilling to 
face the huge political crisis that 
would erupt if he agreed to with- 
draw all or even many of the half- 
million Jewish settlers who have 
colonised large parts of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip (the land 
that the Palestinians still control- 
led after 1948). Since that would 
necessarily be part of any peace 
deal, he doesn’t actually want one. 
But he can’t say that, because it 
would infuriate Washington. 

The United States is Israel’s 
vital ally, and President Barack 
Obama really does want a peace 
deal, so Netanyahu must wreck it 
without making it look like Isra- 
el’s fault. Step one, late last month, 
was to refuse to extend the partial 
moratorium on new construction 
in the Jewish settlements that he 
agreed to late last year. 

The Palestinians had already 
said publicly that they would end 
the talks if he did that, and most 
people abroad don’t blame them 
for that. How can they be ex- 
pected to negotiate while the Is- 
raelis were still expandingthe Jew- 
ish settlements on their territory? 
But something else was needed to 
shift the blame for the collapse of 
the talks decisively onto the 
shoulders of the Palestinians. 

That something was 
Netanyahu’s declaration that he 
will renew the settlement freeze 
only if the Palestinians acknowl- 
edge Israel as a JEWISH demo- 
cratic state. He knew they 
couldn’t accept that offer, which 
is why he made it. 

The proposed law requiring 
new citizens to swear allegiance 
to Israel as a “Jewish and demo- 
cratic state” is just window- 
dressing to divert the attention of 
foreigners, especially Ameri- 
cans, from his real strategy. It will 
badly hurt Israel’s image over- 
seas, but it is not racist. It is just 
ugly and self-serving.

Bill Smith, Former Director and 
Owner of AIS-L, Dies at 85 


Willard (Bill) L. Smith, anative 
of Ridgewood, New Jersey and 
resident of Portugal sinee 1976, 
passed away peacefully on Oc- 
tober 7. Bill will be remembered 
for his engaging personality, kind 
spirit, dedication to educational 
excellence, and exceptional con- 
versational skills. He was a peo- 
ple person. His wife of 44 years, 
Dorrit, says, “ We hada wonder- 
ful marriage. He was my best 
friend. He had aterrific personal- 
ity. He talked to everyone regard- 
less of what they did or where they 
were from. Everyone was equal 
and interesting in his eyes. He was 
always ready with a pun or a j oke 
to share in any occasion.” 

Dr. Smith served as Director of 
AIS-L (American School of Lis- 
bon) for 1 7 years. He retired from 
hispositionin 1993, marking 46 
years of service in education. A 
former teacher at the school re- 
calls, “ Even after his retirement. 
Bill came to the school showing 
interest in the students and a pas- 
sion for quality. He made a point 
of encouraging students to be 
proud of good grades. He also 
stressed the importance of sports 
for the development of the mind, 
as he felt that knowledge was the 
most important asset of any stu- 
dent .” 

Dr. Smith was also one of the 
founders of the Mediterranean 
Association of Independent 
Schools ( MAIS) where he served 
on the Executive Board. Before 
coming to Lisbon, Dr. Smith 
worked in directorship positions 


at the American International 
School in Dusseldorf and in St. 
Paulo, Brazil at the well-regarded 
Graded School. 

In addition to his prominent 
educational service. Bill was a 
founding member of the American 
Legion Portugal. He proudly 
servedhis country throughout his 
life beginning with participations 
in WW II up to his retirement from 
the Reserves as a Colonel. F ellow 
veteran Gilbert E. Wells recalls, 
“During WW II Bill Smith served 
as an infantryman during the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge . W e were about the 
same age and we used to talk about 
his European tour versus my Asian 
tour.”His community activities in- 
cluded membership in The Ameri- 
can Club of Lisbon, and he was a 
founding member of Americans in 
Portugal. He is survived by his 
wife. Dr. Dorrit Smith, a highly 
regarded educator in the field of 
mathematics, his six children, his 
eleven grandchildren and his six 
great grandchildren. The family 
held a service at St. Paul’ s Church 
in Estoril where many in the com- 
munity came to say goodbye to 
Bill. After cremation in Portugal, 
his remains will be buried in the 
family plot in New Jersey.

Unsightly buildings given 
anurbanmakeover 


Abandoned buildings 
throughout Lisbon will, as of this 
week, be given anew lease of life 
(at least on the outside) thanks to 
a group of ‘urban’ artists whose 
job it is to spruce up their fa- 
cades. 

Five artists - three foreign 
and two Portuguese - will work 
continuously over the next 12 
months to bring new colour to 
some of the city’s more tired 
areas. 

This spruce-up comprises 
phase two of the ‘ Crono ’ proj ect, 
which was launched in June this 
year with the work of artists 
OsGemeos (from Brazil), Blu 
(Italian) and Sam3 (from Spain) 
on a building in Avenida F ontes 
Pereira de Melo, and the contri- 
butions of various Portuguese 
artists throughout the Amoreiras 
area of the capital. 

The ‘Crono’ project was cre- 
ated by plastic artist Alexandre 
Farto, curator and mentor of the 
Italian FAME Angelo Milano, 
andurban designer Pedro Soares 
Neves, who decided to “put Por- 
tugal on the map of cities that are 
open to this type of display”. 


“We share the perspective that 
Lisbonhasthe specific conditions 
to develop this project, in terms 
of size, architectural geographic 
andurban qualities, as well as the 
meteorological characteristics and 
atmosphere necessary for urban 
art”, Pedro Soares Neves told 
Lusa. 

The project has been divided 
over four different periods “it in- 
tends to capture the ambience 
created by each season of the 
year, therefore developing a dia- 
logue with the factor of time in 
its multiple dimensions, empha- 
sising the ephemeris of human 
creations as well being a last 
analysis of our own existence”. 

In Autumn Italian artist 
Ericailcane will be bringing his 
unique style to the facades of the 
city, joined by Bastardilla (Co- 
lumbia) and Lucy (UK), along 
with Portuguese artists Mar and 
Ram. The group will be carrying 
out projects on buildings along 
the Fontes Pereira de Melo and 
Liberdade Avenues, as well as on 
Ruade Cascais, in Alcantara. 

The Crono project has the 
support of Lisbon Town Hall.

Nearly 60,000 speeders 
caught in six months 


speed cameras installed 
throughout Lisbon have, over the 
first six months of this year, 
caught 58,603 offending drivers 
breaking speed limits in and 
around the city, according to the 
head of Municipal police Andre 
Gomes. 

Data supplied by the Munici- 
pal Police Force regarding the 
first half of 2010 showed that 
most of the offences caught on 
camera tookplace on the Avenida 
da India, where 25,675 vehicles 
were snapped. 

On Avenida Brasilia 8,255 of- 
fences were registered, and in the 
Campo Grande tunnel (direction 
North-South) 6,68 1 drivers were 
caught speeding. 

On the Segunda Circular, two 
radar cameras installed in 
Calvanas and in Benfica regis- 
tered 3 ,229 pictures of offending 
drivers. 

During the first three months of 


2010, 16,589 offences were com- 
mitted and 42,0 1 4 incidents were 
registered in the second quarter. 

Superintendent Gomes said 
that fewer offences were regis- 
tered this year (in comparison to 
the same period of last year), add- 
ing that it was “possibly [due to] 
drivers being more aware of the 
dangers of speeding and therefore 
driving more slowly”. 

Several of the cameras have 
suffered “acts of vandalism”, 
others are inneed ofmaintenance; 
on top of that, the police chief 
explained the equipment needs 
“great care with its precision, so 
there is no room for doubt or 
margin of error”. 

Regarding fines and respective 
amounts charged, superintend- 
ent Andre Gomes said it was the 
National Road Safety Authority 
(ANSR)’s responsibility “to 
make administrative decisions on 
procedures relating to offences”.

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Pioneering wheelchair 
path inaugurated in 
Portimao 

A five-kilometre stretch of pedestrian 
walkway that has been specially adapted 
for wheelchair use and provides access to 
key areas of Portimao, such as its main 
shopping street and riverside area, was 
officially opened last Friday with pomp 
and circumstance as part of the 
international 'Mobility and Accessibility 
For All' conference. 


The ‘Accessible Route’ was 
awarded a ‘ Gold Mobility Flag ’ 
and is the first of its kind in the 
country. 

Measuring 1.2 metres in 
width and barrier-free for its en- 
tirety, the pioneering project 
cost Portimao in the region of 
€300,000. It should, according 
to the local T own Hall, have been 
completed in 2008, but only 
now has it been inaugurated. 

Along the five continuous, 
unobstructed kilometres of the 
route, which has been specifi- 
cally paved with a smooth sur- 


face, there are designated signs 
especially for the disabled, 
which are also posted in Braille 
for the blind. 

The route leads to key infra- 
structures around Portimao, 
such as banks, post offices, the 
police, municipal library, 
Portimao museum and the main 
shopping street. 

It is seen by the Town Hall 
as a “strong investment in so- 
cial inclusion, by eliminating the 
architectural barriers that ex- 
isted in the administrative cen- 
tre of the city”.

Tourist injured in cliff crumble

According to the source the vic- 
tim suffered several injuries and 
was transported from the beach to 
F aro Hospital by an INEM medi- 
cal emergency helicopter. 

A source from the hospital said 
that when the man arrived he was 
‘ventilated’ and taken straight 
through to the emergency depart- 
ment. 

Praia dos Beijinhos is not super- 
vised and the only access to the 
beach is via steps. It is, however, 
flagged with hazard signs as hav- 
ing ‘dangerous areas’ indicated on 
a map.

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Thousands brave rain 
for 1 0^^ Mamamaratona 




Around 6,000 people turned out on Sunday morning to participate in the 10^*" Mamamaratona, 
or 'Race for Life' as it has become known, to raise awareness about breast cancer and funds for 
cancer treatment. It was specifically organised to take place on the lO^*" of the 10^^ (month) of 
2010, atlOhOO. 


At least €150,000 was raised 
through enrolment fees alone, on 
top of whieh will be added more 
eontributions from sponsors, 
fund-raisers, donations, ete. 

“We don’t know how much 
was raised in total yet as more is 
still coming in”, Jaime F erreira of 
the Algarve Cancer Association 
(AO A) told The Portugal News 
on Tuesday this week. 

An exact figure for how much 
was raised should be confirmedby 
the weekend. 

Funds raised will be put to- 
wards the construction of a res- 
pite home, ‘CasaFlordasDunas’, 
in Faro, where cancer patients 
undergoing daily treatment such 


as radiotherapy who have to travel 
long distances may stay for the 
duration. Courses of treatment 
generally range between four and 
six weeks. 

While the 10“' Mamamaratona 
has been hailed a success by all 
involved, it fell short of the 1 0,000 
participants that organisers hoped 
would turn up to complement the 
‘10’ theme. 

This inpart couldhave been due 
to the dreary weather forecasts 
predicted for Sunday, though on 
the day the weather held out and - 
besides one small downpour- was 
dry, sunny and warm. 

A sea of pink hats flooded the 
streets of Portimao, which had 


been cordoned off especially for 
the run. 

Participants could choose be- 
tween a five-kilometre ‘march’ 
and an eight kilometre mn. Several 
of the participants were in fact 
seasoned professionals - some 
even Olympic veterans - though 
the organisation makes a point of 
not rewarding ‘winners’ with 
anything more than a handshake 
and a symbolic medal. 

“The event, not being of acom- 
petitive nature, always attracts 
national and international mnners, 
marchers and participants, who 
take part in this movement against 
cancer for one simple reason: Soli- 
darity with those who are fight- 


ing cancer”, the AO A, which or- 
ganises the event, said in a press 
release after the event. 

Organisers also took advan- 
tage of the fact thousands of 
people were gathered in one 
spot to promote the efforts of the 
Centre for Recuperation and In- 
vestigation of Wild Animals, 
which is sponsored by senior 
athlete Antonio Silva, in reha- 
bilitating and releasing indig- 
enous fauna back into the wild. 

To celebrate the occasion an 
eagle that had been looked after 
by the centre after been shot and 
wounded by a hunter, was sym- 
bolically released and returned to 
its natural habitat. 


Tides could flood Faro 
Island car park 


An expert has warned that 
the sea surrounding F aro Island 
could soon wash over the sand 
dune barrier and flood the local 
car park should this winter’s 
tides be particularly high. 

This is the opinion of Oscar 
Ferreira, a specialist in 
coastal dynamics and man- 
agement at the Algarve Uni- 
versity, to whom the destruc- 
tion of the island is “an immi- 
nent danger”. 

He warned that the sea wa- 
ter could break through a cor- 
don formed by sand banks 
along the front of the Island, 
and said that the only reason it 
had not happened before now 
was due to the replacement of 
sand which has stopped na- 
ture’s natural course. 

Oscar Ferreira described the 
whole area as “fragile and at 
risk”, aggravated by construc- 
tion that has taken place over 
the years and now occupies 
almost all the usable area. 

“Every winter the scenario 
is the same. All it takes is one 
high-tide caused by a storm for 
the sea water to wash over the 


dunes and the properties on the 
extremities ofthe island willbe 
at risk of being washed away”, 
he said. 

Last weekend five-metre 
waves and strong winds 
dragged water and sand onto the 
island’s main roads, making it 
impossible for traffic to circu- 
late. 

Residents spent the night 
fearful that their homes would 
crumble and appealed to be re- 
homed as soon as possible, a 
long-standing promise pledged 
by Faro Town Hall. 

Next day Faro Mayor 
Macario Correia summoned an 
improvised press conference 
on the island to guarantee that, 
in the short-term, “there willbe 
housing available, should it be 
needed”, but he said that a long- 
term solution had not yet been 
defined. 

Fears are that Faro Island 
could suffer a similar fate as 
Fuzeta Island, near Tavira, 
where all the properties were 
destroyed after tides eventu- 
ally broke through the island’ s 
natural sand barrier.

Gerry Breen of Lagos in the 
Algarve will be heading off to 
Orlando, Florida on Monday 
from where he intends to initi- 
ate the first stage of what is 
hoped to be the first Pedalear 
journey around the world.

He will then head off to 
Canada and Alaska before cross- 
ing the Pacific to continue 
through Japan, China and the Far 
East before heading backviaNew 
Zealand, Australia and the Mid- 
dle East and hopefully ending his 
journey after a European Tour. 


Gerry Breen’s Pedalear has 
many special features including 
water purification system, solar 
panels for recharging batteries, 
stereo music system, GPS etc.

The 
whole unit weighs some 30kg 
fully loaded and cmises on level 
ground at 25kph. He will aver- 
age around 100km per day and 
stage one across the states is ex- 
pected to be completed in 


around 50 days. One ofthe aims 
of his travels is to create more 
awareness of human power and 
he will be donating the cost of 
every litre of fuel he saves to 
Cadela Carlota e Companhia an 
animal protection charity in La- 
gos, Portugal. The Pedalear 
known as the ‘Breen Machine’ 
was designed and built by Gerry 
over the last two years and has 
been well tested including two 
trips to Morocco and one to the 
northern Sahara. His decision to 
design the machine came after he 


cycled from Lagos to Hadrian’ s 
Wall, Scotland some two years 
ago . He felt that although he was 
fit enough to do the journey he 
experienced severe discomfort 
and fell off his bicycle on several 
occasions. 

The main attributes of the 
Pedalear over the bicycle are that 
it is more aerodynamically 
streamlined, comfortable, stable 
and offers protection from the 
elements in adverse conditions. 

Pedalcars or Velocars were ex- 
tremely popular in the 1930’s 


but were banned from competi- 
tive events due to the fact that 
they were faster and more du- 
rable than the standard bicycle 
and therefore they suffered a 
major setback until now....

The Jewish Diaspora from 
Portugal' 


The title of a talk by Peter 
Kingdon Booker on Tuesday, 
19th October at 6.30pm in the 
Convento Sao Jose, Lagoa, en- 
trance: €2, and on Friday, 29th 
October at 1 lam in the Municipal 
Library, Tavira, entrance: Free. 

When the Jews were expelled 
from Spain in 1 492, many of them 
came to Portugal.

Portugal ' s repu- 
tation for tolerance was stretched 
to the limit during the ferocious 
attacks on Jews and crypto Jews 
in the following years. Of course 
many Jews remained in Portugal 
and secretly retained their faith 


over hundreds of years. But what 
happened to those who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from Iberia? 
Where did they go, and what did 
they do? How successful were 
they in finding new homes and 
new occupations?

Massive, unexplained 
charges forwater 

SIR, I have an apartment in 
Albufeira and a standing charge 
with my bank for Municipal 
Water Supply. There was a 
400% increase in the amount 
sought for July and the same was 
the case for the month of August. 
Others in the area tell me their 
bills also increased from July but 
we received no advance notifica- 
tion or explanation. 

The reasons behind this in- 
crease need to be explained, par- 
ticularly given the apparent waste 
of money digging up the oldtown 
on several occasions in recent 
years. Surely if the work in the 
oldtown was coordinated and 
done properly in the first instance 
it would only be necessary to dig 
the place up once and the cost 
would have been a lot less. 

What efficiencies have the 
council (Camara) implemented 
or intend implementing to ensure 
costs are kept at a minimum. A 
400% increase in costs without 
warning for any service begs a lot 
of questions and the Portugal 
News should investigate and re- 
port on the issue.

P.S. Others are also question- 
ing the increase, see comments 
on trip advisor forum for 
Albufeira such as those of 
Cubsur , who says his bills in- 
creased by 500% from June, he 
never saw any explanation, noth- 
ing came with the bill, nothing on 
council (Camara) website, the 
first set of new bills had a math- 
ematical error, and low users 
were hit hardest as various new 


fixed charges were introduced. 

Faro Hospital Urgencia 

SIR, I have recently had the 
misfortune to attend the Urgencia 
at Faro hospital. There was some 
building work under way which 
may have contributed to the situ- 
ation I found but there is no doubt 
that for the 72 hours I was there 
the unit was dirty, the facilities 
hopelessly overstretched and the 
staff too rushed to treat my seri- 
ous condition properly. 

I had food poisoning, was se- 
verely dehydrated and had kid- 
ney problems complicated by 
diabetes. I had determined not to 
be a ‘ whingeing tourist’ and ac- 
cepted without complaint the 
need to sleep the corridor. How- 
ever the lack of proper care meant 
that my condition became worse, 
not better. 

Examples of the lack of care 
included: 

• A seven hour wait for basic 
rehydration therapy. 

• My rehydration drip was 
blocked for another 10 hours in 
spite of my pleading for it to be 
attended to. 

• There was nowhere for se- 
verely ill patients except a four 
trolley observation bay. Thirty 
five patients were on trolleys in 
the corridor most of them elderly. 

• Semi naked, infirm patients 
were bedbathed in public. Staff, 
patients, relations and even the 
builders were constantly squeez- 
ing by between the trolleys while 
this happened. 

• Incontinent patients had dia- 
pers changed in public. 

• A patient with a head injury 
was left on her back in a head 


brace and vomiting into the brace, 
staff oblivious to the vomit pool- 
ing around her face. 

• Staff entering lavatories, 
which were used as storage 
rooms, even when occupied by 
patients. 

• Inadequate efforts to clean 
the unit. Even these efforts only 
took place in the spaces between 
trolleys and chairs. 

This unit brings shame on Por- 
tuguese medical services and 
needs urgent attention. 

When I finally discharged my- 
self to go to another hospital a 
young female doctor confided 
that she didn’t blame me as the 
unit was a “terrible place”. With 
tears in her eyes she said she 
“hated” working there.

Crayfish reply 

SIR, In reply to John Clare’s 
‘shrimp farming’, these crusta- 
ceans are in fact freshwater cray- 
fish likely to be Procambrus 
clarkii (Girard 1852).Natural 
dispersal from Spanish waters is 
the likely reason they are here in 
southern Portugal. They were 
intentionally introduced into 
Spain,France and Italy in the 
TOs.During the wandering phase 
breedingmales can travel 17kms 
overland in four days. Egg pro- 
duction takes six weeks, incuba- 
tion three weeks, maturation eight 
weeks. 

Originally from the States 
these invaders have killed off the 
native crayfish being more ag- 
gressive and spreading the cray- 
fish fvingVisAphanomyces astaci. 
They are considered a pest due 
to feeding onnative, small fish and 
invertebrates but the biggest 
problem is the burrowing into the 
river banks which cause the sides 
to collapse (Global Invasive Spe- 
cies Database). They are red in 
colour and go deeper red when 
cooked. They are similar in taste 
and look to langoustines. They 


are called ‘ecrevisses’ in France, 
‘mud’ or ‘crawbugs’ in the States 
and in Sweden every year they 
have a Festival. Pret-A-Manger 
sells 2 .6 million freshwater cray- 
fish sandwiches a year in the UK 
(Aug. 2002 Telegraph) 

I have also wanted to farm 
these as a sustainable alternative 
to marine crustaceans. It is ahuge 
industry in Australia and the 
States and a smaller one in the UK. 
I have all the info, needed and 
would like to talk to John and 
anyone else. The above is only a 
tiny amount of info. I have.

Micro-chipped pets and 
ED Data Protection Act

He was 
astonished to be told that to do 
so would infringe the EU’ s Data 
Protection Act and the new own- 
er’ s right to privacy. Unless he

The US Government 

SIR, As an American citizen, I 
am appalled at the way the IRS 
treats people in other countries. 
Many Portuguese as well as any- 
one living in another country, that 
worked for many years in 
America and have now retired to 
their home countries, are being 
treated as third class people. 

All those years that people 
worked in the United States and 
paid into the Social security sys- 
tem, now are not able to get the 
social security from America be- 
cause either they are not Ameri- 
can Citizens, or they no longer 
have a valid green card because 
they have not been to the United 
states in a long time. 

Anyone that is not an Ameri- 
can Citizen or does not have a 
bank account in America, has 3 0% 
taken out of their Social Security 
check every month. This some- 
times amounts to a few thousand 
dollars for some people. Yet if 
you file a tax return to get the 
money back and do not have a 
valid green card or an American 
passport, the IRS does not refund 
your money. 

To me this is the same as steal- 
ing for the people that really need 
this money to live on and they 
worked and paid into the system, 
so they should be legally eligible 
for this money regardless if they 
have agreencardor AmericanPass- 
port. They have a valid Social Se- 
curity number and are entitled to 
this refund. The American IRS has 
millions of dollars that belong to 
people that have worked in 
America and have now retired 
back in their own country. 

The American Government 
takes out the 30% because they 
are afraid that these people will 
not file a U. S . tax return, Y et most 
of them do not have to file because 
they live on their Social Security 
and should not even have this 
money withheld. However since 
it is, they should have the right to 
file for a refund without the has- 
sle of the IRS and all their letters 
and fines and interest. 

There are also many people 
here in Portugal that do not even 
know that they can file a U. S . tax 
return to get the money back that 
was withheld and just accept it 
as part of the way the IRS works . 

I know one person whose fa- 
ther worked in the United States 
for 25 years, he is not an Ameri- 
can citizen and he has 3 0% taken 
from every check, however he 
does not now have a green card 
and he does not have an Ameri- 
can Passport and has not been 
able to get a refund for over 5 
years . That money that was with- 
held from his checks is just sit- 
ting in the IRS bank account draw- 
ing interest. 

If anyone knows anyone that 


receives Social Security from the 
United States andhas T ax withheld 
from their Social Security, usually 
ona formnumber SSA- 1 042, they 
should file an American tax return 
to try to get this money back. If 
they have a green card or an Ameri- 
canPassport, itwillbeno problem, 
and everyone should try to get 
the money backregardless ifyou 
have a green card or not. 

We used to process 50 returns 
every Monday at the American 
Embassy inLisbon during tax sea- 
son. Since the Embassy does not 
have this service anymore, there 
are many that do not file now and 
are losing money that belongs to 
them. Call the American Embassy 
and ask them who is doing the 
taxes now and get their name and 
phone number and call them. This 
is your money and you are enti- 
tled to have it in your pocket, not 
in the IRS bank account.

'Budgets? What 
budgets?' - 9th Oct. 

SIR, John Clare asks, "Is there 
anyone out there who passed A- 
level maths who could help out 
the hopeless idiots in govern- 
ment?" A simple 0-level would 
suffice. There is a very simple 
measure indicating government 
spending profligacy or prudence . 
Government expenditure ex- 
pressed as a percentage of GDP. 
The Blair/Brown governments 
over 1 3 years increased expendi- 
ture from Mrs. Thatcher's low of 
around 36% to over 46% today. 
Events since the war in Britain 
show the 'tipping point' toward 
recession is between 38% and 
40% of GDP. Events abroad 
would influence this point but is 
relevant in the long term. Other 
measures include the national 
debt, where governments cow- 
ardly spend more than they wish 
to raise in taxes. 

In the 1980's when the then 
government actually reduced 
taxes , both for the individual and 
business, tax revenues increased 
such that cuts in government 
spending were by no means as 
severe as is generally believed. 
Indeed, over the decade real ex- 
penditure increased. (Definitely 
a big mistake). 

It is my opinion that govern- 
ment spending should never be 
allowed to exceed 30% of GDP. 
With a substantially lower taxa- 
tion the increased revenues that 
would result during a growing 
economy should be set aside for 
future downturns in the 
economy to pay for the neces- 
sary benefits for people in tem- 
porary financial distress and to 
pay off the national debt. 

This means vast numbers of 
state employees will be transferred 
to the wealth creating private sec- 
tor. It will also require an end to the 
burgeoning welfare state and are- 
tum to a spirit of self reliance. I 
cannot state this strongly enough, 
the welfare state must be pruned 
hard and a re-evaluation of what 
constitutes genuine need and dis- 
tress and what measures are nec- 
essary to render that distress tem- 
porary conducted. 

John Clare was writing about 
the situation in Portugal but the 
same remedy is required of any 
social democratic state. Trouble 
is, has anyone the courage, po- 
litical clout and democratic man- 
date to carry it through?

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Laptops Overhe; 

Laptops take a bunch of high-performance computer hardware and 
cram it into a tiny space. This, of course, can cause some heat problems 
if a laptop's cooling isnot running at 100%. Inthisarticleweshalltakea 
closer look at laptop operating temperatures. 


Laptops cram the power of 
a desktop computer into a 
chassis that is roughly a quar- 
ter of the size of your typical 
desktop computer. This, of 
eourse, is what makes a laptop 
portable. But cramming so 
much hardware into a small 
spaee has some disadvantages, 
and laptop operating tempera- 
tures is one of them. 

Generally speaking, a 
laptop has a mueh harder time 
shedding excessive heat than a 
desktop, and is mueh more sen- 
sitive to environmental fac- 
tors. For example, it isn’t very 
likely that you’ll end up roast- 
ing your desktop eomputer be- 
cause it was sitting on a blan- 
ket, but you just might do that 
if you try to use your laptop on 
your lap on a cold winter’ s day. 

Many users wonder just how 
hot their laptop ean get before 
it beeomes dangerous and also 
how they can monitor the tem- 
perature of their computer. 
This artiele will provide easy- 
to-understand information 
about laptop operating tem- 
peratures. 

How High Can Laptop 
Operating 
Temperatures Go? 

Laptops consist of numer- 
ous components that are sen- 
sitive to heat. The most sensi- 
tive components are the proc- 
essor (CPU), the GPU 
(Graphics Processing Unit) 
and the motherboard (partieu- 
larly the Northbridge and/or 
Southbridge). 

The maximum operating 
temperature of these compo- 
nents ean vary significantly, 
but those maximums are not 
something that we want to have 
to deal with anyway, as exceed- 
ing them will almost certainly 
result in eomponent failure. 
Long-term reliability issues 
and data eorruption can 
take place at far lower 
temperatures. 

For processors, a 
temperature of 
higher than 70 de- 
grees Celsius is a 


problem. A temperature of over 
80 degrees Celsius is a sign that 
you should immediately stop 
using the laptop. These rules 
can be extended to motherboard 
components (however, many 
laptops don’t have sensors that 
traek motherboard tempera- 
tures). 

GPU’s can often tolerate 
higher temperatures, some- 
times near 1 00 degrees Celsius. 
It would be preferable for the 
temperature to never reach be- 
yond 80 degrees, but high-end 
gaming laptops are almost guar- 
anteed to report very high GPU 
temperatures during normal 
operation. 

What Causes High 
Laptop Temperatures? 

Improper usage is probably 
the most eommon eause of high 
laptop operating temperatures. 
Beeause laptops are small there 
is less space inside them and on 
their exteriors for fans and 
vents. Many laptops have only 
one major fan vent, often lo- 
cated on the left or right side. 
Aecidently bloeking this vent 
can cause problems. High 
laptop operating temperatures 
can also be caused by using a 
laptop on a surface that is an 
insulator. The “lap” in laptop 
implies that you should have no 
problem plaeing it on your lap, 
but that isn’t always the case. 
A blanket-covered lap is terri- 
ble for a laptop’s health. 

Design flaws can also cause 
laptop operating temperatures 
to rise. If you’re using a laptop 
on a simple wood, metal or plas- 
tic desk with the vent free of ob- 
struction and you still see high 
temperatures it may be beeause 
something is wrong inside the 
laptop. Try searching support 
forums for your 




laptop to see if other users have 
the same problem. Also call 
customer service to see if they 
will fix the problem under guar- 
antee (they should). 

Clogged laptop vents - If a 
laptop is old, chances are it 
might have aeeumulated a lot of 
dust and lint that elogs up the 
laptops air vents. Heat emitted 
by the laptop’s CPU (Central 
Processing Unit) and other 
components cannot escape 
therefore causing the laptop to 
heat up very quiekly and even- 
tually eausing the laptop to 
stop funetioning eompletely. 

A malfunetioning laptop in- 
ternal fan - Laptops are similar 
to a car’ s engine. If the cooling 
fan is not working properly, the 
ear will experience overheating. 
The same is true with laptops 
and a malfunetioning fan will 
cause the laptop to overheat. 

Howto viewyour 
Laptops Temperature 

If you ’ d like to traek the tem- 
perature of your computer you 
will need to download _ 
and install a third party . 
program that is capable 
of doing so. There are a 
couple of programs that 
can do this. 

The most popular pro- 
gram for monitoring operating 
temperatures is SpeedFan 
(http://www.almico.com/ 
speedfan.php), a program that 
provides information about 
both temperature and fan speed. 
SpeedF an typically reports in- 
formation from all of the heat 
sensors in a laptop including 
those that wateh the proeessor, 
the GPU and other compo- 
nents. This makes it a solid all- 
in-one solution. 

Another commonly used 
program is PC Wizard 
(http://www.cpuid.com/ 
softwares/pc- 
wizard.html). This pro- 
gram is a utility that pro- 
vides in-depth information 
about all of your comput- 
ers components. The in- 
eluded temperature sec- 
tion can provide read- 
ings from all available 
sensors. PC Wizard is 
not a dedicated tem- 
perature monitoring 
program - it also performs 
many other funetions - but it is 
aecurate nonetheless. 

Resolving High Laptop 
Temperatures 

If you seem to be eneounter- 
ing a problem with your 
laptop’s temperature then you 
will need to take steps to re- 
solve the issue as quickly as 
possible. Modern eomputer 
components are astound- 
k ingly eapable of dealing 
^ with high heat, but ex- 
eessive heat ean 
gradually reduee 
the lifespan of com- 
ponents and can lead to 
errors or unexpected reboots. 

The first step that was sug- 
gested earlier in this article was 


to make sure you are using the 
laptop in a eool environment. 
The laptop should not have any 
vents blocked or be placed on a 
blanket or on top of your bed. 
Room temperature can also 
play a role. Ifyou are using your 
laptop in an area that is over 3 8 
degrees Celsius with no air con- 
ditioning, you may run into 
problems. 

If changing the environment 
doesn’t solve the problem you 
can try calling in the help of a 
laptop eooler (see pietures). 
These devices sit under a laptop 
and keep air 


cireulating to pre- 
vent the laptop 
from overheating. 

Laptop coolers 
are designed with 
the sole purpose 
of blowing cool 
air towards 
your laptop to 
reduce the heat 
emitted from 
the laptops 
internal sys- 
tem.

Good enough to eat - Pumpkins 



and hearty casseroles. They need 
more space than courgettes so are 
ideal for growing on an allotment, 
but sow indoors singularly in 
9cm pots at around 13-1 5C in 
spring - hardening them off be- 
fore planting out. 

Pumpkins are suscepti- 
ble to frost so you’re 
be St off covering them 
with cloches when 
you first plant them 
out. They should be 
planted in full sun to 
help them ripen. 
Once they are estab- 
lished, ‘stop’ trail-

cus their energies on two or 
three fruits per plant and re- 
move later flowers or fruit. 
Also, at the final stages, re- 
move leaves to allow the sun 
to ripen the pumpkins and sit 
the fmits on straw to help dry 
out the bottoms. Once you 
have harvested them, store the 
fruit somewhere warm for a 
couple of weeks to enhance the 
flavour and help prolong stor- 
age. They can then be put into 
a shed or garage until you need 
them. 

Good varieties include ‘Jack 
O ’Lantern’ , which is ideal for 
carving at Halloween, and 
‘Baby Bear’, which is deli- 
cious in pies and smaller than 
traditional pumpkins. 


Best of the bunch - 
Physalis (Chinese 
Lantern) 

These dainty- looking perenni- 
als, also known as winter cherries, 
are grown mainly for their unu- 
sual decorative orange-red, lan- 
tern-shaped seedheads which en- 
case the edible fmits and appear 
in autumn. They like to be planted 
in shady, dry areas under trees and 
shmbs where little else will grow, 
rather than in borders where they 
can spread rapidly and over-mn 
neighbouring plants with their 
roots. Many gardeners also har- 
vest the lanterns for indoor deco- 
ration, cutting the fmiting stems 
as they turn to orange and hanging 
them upside down in an airing 
cupboard to dry. Popular varieties 
includeP. alkekengi ‘Franchetii’, 
while named varieties such as 
‘ Gigantea’ , which grows to 90cm 
(3ft), and ‘Variegata’,withits vari- 
egated foliage, are more difficult to 
find, but may be available from 
specialists.

Hannah Stephenson givestips on 
choosing, growing and 
maintaining appletrees. 


Just one bite of a ripe, crisp 
apple picked straight off the tree 
should be enough of a mouth- 
watering experience to make 
most gardeners want to grow at 
least one variety in their own gar- 
den and just because we live in 
Portugal doesn’t mean we can’t 
grow apples here too. 

Apples are the taste of autumn 
and apples are not difficult to 
grow and there are enough varie- 
ties to cater for virtually any 
amount of space you may have, 
even if you only have room for 
one in a container. 

The RHS, whose festival A 
T aste Of Autumn mns from Oc- 
tober 21-24, celebrating apples 
and other autumn produce with 
events at its four RHS gardens - 
Wisley (Surrey), Harlow Carr 
(Harrogate), Hyde Hall (Essex) 
and Rosemoor (Devon) - and 
hundreds of RHS recommended 
gardens around the UK, has now 
launched anew apple guide offer- 
ing tips on choosing a variety, 
cultivation and troubleshooting. 

Apples canbe grown in arange 
of forms, including traditional 
open-centred trees, cordons (sin- 
gle stem with short side-shoots) 
and espaliers (trained to grow on 


a flat plane, often symmetrical 
and against a wall or fence) . Y ou 
need to choose your tree accord- 
ing to the space available. 

There is also a wide range of 
rootstocks, from dwarfing to vig- 
orous, but for a medium-sized 
bush tree or a cordon, choose the 
semi-dwarfing M26 rootstock. 

To crop well, apple trees also 
need pollination from another 
tree, so be sure to choose varie- 
ties from the same or a close pol- 
lination group. 

Bare-root trees can be planted 
when dormant, from late autumn 
until early spring. Apples thrive 
in a well-drained soil, at least 
60cm (2ft) deep. Add well-rotted 
organic matter before planting 
and mulch and water through the 
growing season until your tree is 
growing well. Apples prefer a 
sheltered, frost-free position in 
full sun, though providing they 
receive half a day’s sunshine in 
the growing season they will tol- 
erate some shade. 

Once established, your apple 
tree will need very little care 
throughout the year, but a little 
love will go a long way to keep- 
ing it healthy. Keep it weed-free 
and water it Wing dry spells and 


when the fruit starts to swell, 
particularly if it is newly planted 
or in a container. 

In early spring sprinkle a bal- 
anced general fertiliser (such as 
Growmore) around the base. To 
ensure the best crop, prune the 
tree every year. 

Apple trees can suffer from a 
variety of common problems 
such as brown rot, apple scab and 
other diseases, often derived 
from poor levels of calcium, er- 
ratic watering or wet summers. 
The RHS apple guide offers ad- 
vice on how to alleviate these 
problems. 

Most apples will be ready to 
pick sometime between August 
and October, depending on the 
variety. As with most fruit, the 
obvious way of testing if an ap- 
ple is ready for picking is to taste 
it. The othertelltale signis ifthere 
are a few lying on the ground 
around the tree (called windfalls) . 
The fruit should have swelled to 
a good size and started to colour 
up.

Gourmet 
crops on a 
budget 

Hannah Stephenson gives us 
tips on howto grow gourmet 
vegetables economically so 
get prepared for next year. 

When you pick up your fine 
beans which have been flown 
all the way from Kenya, do 
you consider the air miles and 
freshness of the produce? 

Similarly, do high prices of 
gourmet veg steer you away 
from items such as artichokes, 
pattypan squash and tender- 
stem broccoli? 

With this in mind. Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, 
trialled 22 expensive-to-buy 
or unusual vegetables which 
will all grow without protec- 
tion and produce reasonable 
yields. 

The veg, planted in the 
summer of 2009, were grown 
in designated blocks, so re- 
searchers could work out the 
value of the crop by the square 
metre, compared with the 
price of each vegetable in the 
supermarket. 

Some gourmet crops are so 
unusual that you won’t gen- 
erally find them in the shops - 
think purple carrots, yellow 
beetroot and round courgettes 
- and yet it’ s possible to grow 
them all economically. 

Triallists grew the cour- 
gette ‘Floridor’, which bears 
round yellow fruits and 
should produce up to 30 
round courgettes a year if 
picked regularly. Courgettes 



should be sown indoors in April 
to May, planted out May to 
June and harvested throughout 
the summer, until October. 

Fine beans are expensive as 
they are mostly grown abroad 
and flown in, but in this country 
you can have a summer crop for 
far less money. In the trial, ‘Sa- 
fari’ - atypical fine dwarfFrench 
bean - was grown. They are quick 
to grow, typically taking 10-12 
weeks from sowing to harvest, 
and produce a lot if you continue 
picking the pods. It’s worth 
making successional sowings so 
you can harvest the beans 
through summer and autumn. 

Other veg which were worth 
the work included Jerusalem ar- 
tichoke ‘Fuseau’. You only need 
to plant a couple of tubers to pro- 
duce a good harvest, but remem- 
ber it’s a perennial and if you 
leave any part of a tuber in the 
ground it will re-grow. The tall 
plants may need support in 
windy gardens. 


Beetroot, spinach, Flor- 
ence fennel. Kale ‘Cavolo 
Nero’, an old variety, water- 
cress and ‘Banana’ shallots, a 
seed-sown variety producing 
a single large bulb with a very 
strong flavour, all fared well 
in the trial, producing har- 
vests which were much more 
economical than buying the 
produce from supermarkets. 

Only three crops failed to 
live up to expectations, with 
researchers rating them poor 
value for the space they occu- 
pied. Grown in the same way 
as conventional cauliflowers, 
Romanesco cauliflower pro- 
duced very small heads and 
were only marginally cheaper 
to grow than if you bought 
them in the shops. 

Globe artichokes and sea 
kale also proved disappoint- 
ing for the space they take up, 
although the artichokes made 
spectacular ornamental 
plants.

Jamie makes time for the family 


Jamie Oliver is hoping to 
ehange the way people eook with 
his new book and television se- 
ries Jamie’s 30 Minute Meals. 

The eelebrity ehef talks to 
Lisa Williams about why there’s 
no excuse for getting in the takea- 
ways and why he needs to cook 
quickly now he’s got four chil- 
dren. Please note, this feature 
will not include recipes but de- 
tails on how to obtain them will 
be supplied. 

Jamie Oliver could do with 
some time-saving tips now he’s 
dad to four children under the age 
often. 

The latest addition to his fam- 
ily is baby Buddy Bear, who ar- 
rived just last month and who is 
the first boy to be born after his 
three big sisters. 

“We’re a proper clan now so 
you’ve got to keep your eyes 
peeled,” says a rather breath- 
less-sounding Oliver. 

Although he admits that dur- 
ing the week much of the 


childcare and housekeeping is 
managed by his wife Jools, his 
ever-expanding brood has in- 
spired his latest food idea. 

This autumn, Oliver is launch- 
ing anew TV series with accom- 
panying book called Jamie ’ s 3 0 
Minute Meals. 

His aim is to offer up tried and 
tested instructions on how to 
create a range of delicious di nn ers 
- complete with side dishes, 
drinks or pudding - in just half 
an hour. 

“I really think it can change 
the way people cook for the rest 
of their lives,” he says, audibly 
brimming with enthusiasm. 

“To me, the great thing about 
30 Minute Meals is that every 
meal looks pretty, and the per- 
sonality of the dishes is quite 
abrupt and in-your-face. It’s 
quite bold and exciting.” 

Oliver - who says if he hadn’t 
become a chef he’d be “some- 
thing else which involved me 
hands” - argues that an impres- 


sive meal can be made in the same 
time it takes to order and wait for 
a pizza. 

“I’m not anti-takeaway, I just 
think the problem with the food 
industry isn’t that we have all 
this wonderful choice, the prob- 
lem is there are massive propor- 
tions of people basically grow- 
ing up and only living on certain 
options, like fast food,” he says. 

“I get the odd pizza or takea- 
way curry but it’s not very of- 
ten, because there’s always food 
in the fridge, it’s much less has- 
sle and it works out cheaper to 
do it yourself” 

Oliver’s direct approach is 
obvious in the wording of his 
recipes and how he talks to view- 
ers. 

“I’m not doing the show or the 
booktobepeople’s best friend,” 
he states. “It’s not like, ‘You 
could do this’. It’s like, ‘Do this, 
this happens’ so I’m much more 
of a drill instructor in this. 

“But I’ve already seen how it 
empowers people to get among 
it and approach their kitchens in 
quite a creative and aggressive 
way, and I think that’s the trick 
in 2010. It’s a busy book for 
busy people.” 

The 35-year-old chef is ask- 
ing people to declutter their 
kitchens, to keep their most use- 
ful equipment to hand and to 
make the most of electrical ap- 
pliances such as kettles, food 
processors - and even the micro- 
wave. 

“I’ve never done microwaves 
in a show before but we’ll do 
something clever with it, which 
will hopefully make people go, 
‘A-ha!’”he says. 

The recipes, which include 
Peri Peri Chicken, a Moroccan 
feast and even a full Roast Din- 
ner with Yorkshire Puddings and 
Gravy, also make the most of 
shortcuts such as ready-made 
pastry and tinned fruit. 

But worry not, the Essex lad 
hasn’t turned his back on the 
healthy ingredients, high quality 
cuts of meat, fresh herbs and 
‘good lug of olive oil’ which have 
characterised his cooking so far. 

The chef burst on to the scene 
in 1999 with trendy television 
series The Naked Chef, after be- 
ing spotted at work at The River 


Cafe in South London. 

His infectious personality 
and fun, unfiddly food made him 
rise up the ranks to become one 
of the nation’s most popular 
celebrity chefs, a position he’s 
since used to campaign for 
healthier school dinners. 

More recently he travelled to 
America to attempt to tackle the 
obesity crisis. Although his 
stance was criticised by some 
critics across the pond, he re- 
mains cheerful and dedicated to 
the cause. 

But while his latest book and 
TV series definitely remain true 
to Oliver’s ideals, the 30 Minute 
Meals concept also reveals a 
more personal side to the chef 

One of the recipes featured in 
the book is for Jools’ Pregnant 
Pasta, a dish which a hassled 
Oliver created after coming back 
late from work to discover his 
wife - pregnant with their young- 
est daughter Petal - hungry and 
craving Spaghetti Bolognese. 

“Bolognese obviously needs 
a couple of hours blipping away, 
so I had to come up with a way 
that delivered the flavour and the 
tenderness and all that sort of 
stuff in half an hour. That ’ s why 
we ’ ve had to be a little bit clever 
and used the sausages instead of 
mince. The flavour is slightly dif- 
ferent but the end product is bril- 
liant and I’ve probably cooked 
it for her 16 times,” he says 
proudly. 

As well as creating delicious 
dinners, there’s also a focus on 
presentation in 30 Minute 
Meals, with ideas on how to lay 
the table for an enjoyable and 
sociable meal. 

Oliver thinks it’s important 
for families and friends to eat to- 
gether in this way: “Most of my 
sitting down with the family 
happens at the weekend. I don’t 
really see my kids during the 
week that much, to be honest. I 
wish I could but I think I ’ m prob- 
ably the same as most dads,” he 
says. 

“Sixty five per cent of women 
work now as well, so everyone 
feels a tiny bit guilty, and feels 
that they could do better, so any 
excuse to get around the table, 
even a couple of days a week is 
great.”

After a couple of weeks trav- 
elling with T itan HiT ours, a com- 
pany who arrange everything 
from picking you up from home, 
to looking after your luggage, 
these travellers had long since re- 
linquished any feelings of stress. 

Our journey guide-cum- 
driver, Aucklander Steve 
Gilchrist, explains that the 
Ninety Mile Beach is actually 
closer to 60 miles long. But while 
no-one quite knows how it got its 
name, it is no less breathtaking for 
that. 


Wild horses roam this massive 
expanse of shifting dunes which 
climb hundreds of feet high, while 
seabirds such as petrels and alba- 
tross swoop over the waves, and 
bright-billed oystercatchers peck 
their way along the shoreline. 

Sacred to the Maoris, this 
coastline has a rocky outcrop on 
Cape Reinga at its northern end 
marked by a lone gnarled 
pohutukowa tree. Legend says 
the spirits of the dead enter the 
sea here on their way to a spir- 
itual homeland. 
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Closed to tourist rental cars, 
Ninety Mile Beach is not to be 
tackled lightly. The occasional 
car roof peeping from the sand 
bears testament to former hap- 
less drivers who misjudged tide 
times. 

W e were on the final leg of our 
23-dayjoumeyaroundNewZea- 
land. 

Among many incredible sights 
is the Bay of Islands, a beautiful 
and historic part of the country, 
where in the late 1 8th century, a 
young naval lieutenant called 
James Cook first landed, and gave 
the inlet its name. 

Then in 1 840 some 46 Maori 
chiefs signed the Treaty of 
Waitangi withrepresentatives of 
Queen Victoria, gaining full 
colony status - although contro- 
versy continues to this day over 
differing translations in English 


and Maori and whether it actu- 
ally gave sovereignty to Britain. 

The restored Treaty House 
has since become part of a visitor 
centre, where the UK, New Zea- 
land and Maori flags fly from a 
flagstaff overlooking the bay. 
And across the grass is the Maori 
meeting house (whare runanga) 
built in 1940. 

On a summer’s evening there 
are few more enchanting places 
than the Bay: wooded slopes of 
more than 150 islands stretch as 
far as the eye can see across the 
sparkling blue water. 

These days if shard to believe 
this was New Zealand’s 19th 
century capital - populated by 
whaling crews, escaped convicts, 
traders and rogues. Packed with 
brothels, grog shops and gam- 
bling dens, it was known as the 
‘Hellhole of the Pacific ’ .

Now quaint shops and taste- 
ful restaurants are the order of 
the day. 

The Bay of Islands may be the 
jewel in the crown but the rest of 
the North Island is no less capti- 
vating. Much of the Lord of the 
Rings trilogy was filmed here and 
the starting point for anyone ar- 
riving by the three-hour ferry 
from the SouthlslandisNew Zea- 
land’s capital of Wellington. 

Although rather a functional 
place, the city does contain the 
magnificent museum of New 
Zealand on the waterfront, 
known as ‘Te Papa’. 

Also fun to visit is the parlia- 
ment building, a sort of mini- 
Westminster with a quirky pub. 
The Backbencher, across the 
road, packed with Spitting Image- 
type models of MPs and an ex- 
cellent menu. 

From Wellington, we swung 
north over the Desert Road and 
beyond the peaks of Tongariro 
National Park - one of them. 
Mount Ngauruhoe, was Mount 
Doom in Lord of the Rings. 

We then reached the thermal 
wonderland at the centre of the 
island. Lake Taupo. Nearly 1 ,000 
feet deep, if s actually a volcanic 
crater and the earth’s crust be- 
tween here and Rotorua to the 
north is so thin that steam and 
fumes are strong enough to drive 
the area’s own thermal power 
station. 


The best thermal park is 
Wai-o-tapu (place of sacred 
waters) where brightly-col- 
oured minerals rise to the 
steaming surfaces to form the 
Artist’s Pallet and the Cham- 
pagne Pool. Lady Knox geyser 
spouts 40 feet into the air to 
delight the crowds every morn- 
ing - its punctuality helped by 
a handful of soap. 

Of New Zealand’s four mil- 
lion population, around a third 
live in and around vibrant Auck- 
land, the City of Sails, whose 
iconic skyline dominates one of 
the world’s great harbours. 
With 2,500 vessels, Westhaven 
marina is the biggest in the 
southern hemisphere. 

Adrenaline junkies love the 
place. Bungee jumpers leap 
from the harbour bridge or the 
1,076-foot Sky Tower, at- 
tached by elastic. 

Saner pursuits include a 
cruise round the inlets, bays 
and little ports nearby (around 
£14/616 for 90 minutes) or a 
meal in Viaduct Harbour, where 
bistros and seafood restaurants 
around the yacht basin buzz at 
night. 

A 15 -minute bus journey 
takes you to the weekend beach 
playground of Mission Bay, 
where the renowned Fish Pot 
Cafe boasts the finest fish and 
chips in the city for around £ 1 0/ 
€1 1.43. They’re probably right.

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Aching to work 


Around lOmillion people inthe UK have arthritis. Experts revealto 
Lisa Salmon what the disease is, how it affects people and how 
employers can be more understanding aboutthe problems it causes. 


A career in advertising was 
graduate Kerrie Dawson’s 
dreamjob. 

But painful arthritis turned 
her dream into a nightmare and 
after just a year the bubbly 
blonde had to quit the job she 
loved. 

Now the 24-year-old, who 
gets rheumatoid arthritis in 
every joint in her body, is un- 
able to work until doetors find 
a treatment whieh ean eontrol 
her illness. 

Cases like Dawson’s were 
the foeus of this year’s World 
Arthritis Day (Oetober 12) - 
Let’s Work Together. 

Arthritis is the biggest eause 
of physieal disability in the 
UK, affeeting around 10 mil- 
lion people. And contrary to 
popular belief, it isn’t just an 
old person’s disease, but ean 
affeet people of any age. 

Many sufferers are of work- 
ing age, and figures from the 


Offiee of National Statisties 
show that 4.5 per eent of the 
UK’ s working population say 
arthritis affeets their work. 

That’s more than a million 
people. 

Figures from Arthritis Re- 
seareh UK show that up to 40 
per eent of people with the 
eondition give up work within 
five years of being diagnosed, 
and rarely return to employ- 
ment, and a survey by the ehar- 
ity Arthritis Care found that a 
third of those of working age 
are unable to work beeause of 
pain, with another 30 per eent 
saying they struggle to eope. 

Explaining why the eondi- 
tion foreedher to leave her job, 
Dawson, who lives in War- 
wiekshire, says: “When I left 
university I started a job in ad- 
vertising that was my dream 
job and I loved it. 

“After I was diagnosed I 
struggled on, but my eondition 


deteriorated very quiekly and 
left me with little mobility and 
made me very tired.” 

She deeided to quit her job, 
in Manehester, in June last 
year, just a few months after 
her diagnosis. 

“I couldn’t cope with it any 
longer. I was finding it diffieult 
to get in and out of work, and 
struggling to eoneentrate.” 
Sinee then she has been un- 
able to return to work beeause 
of the pain, whieh is mainly in 
her knees and ankles, and a 
laek of energy. 

She admits: “I was sur- 
prised I had rheumatoid arthri- 
tis - 1 eonsidered it an old per- 
son’s disease.” 

“I was only 22 when I was 
diagnosed, so it was eom- 
pletely shoeking, but after suf- 
fering for months, there was 
some relief that I eould put a 
name to it.” 

She says the effeets of the 
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arthritis mean she ean’t make 
a full-time eommitment to an 
employer: “Even on the days 
when I haven’t got mueh pain, 


my concentration and energy 
levels are zero. 

“I’m only 24 and I really do 
want to get back into work 
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eventually. It’s so frustrating 
- 1 love working, but every time 
I feel well enough to go back, I 
have a flare up.” 

Rheumatoid arthritis is the 
second most common kind of 
arthritis. There are more than 
200 different types and the 
most common is 

osteoarthritis. 

Employers can expect one 
in six of their workforce to be 
affected by arthritis, and the 
Work Foundation estimates 
the loss to the UK economy 
because of the condition is £7 
billion. 

In a bid to improve working 
conditions for arthritis suffer- 
ers, Arthritis Care has pro- 
duced a W orking with Arthri- 
tis booklet, for both employ- 
ers and workers, and is hoping 
to get more employers to sign 
its Employers’ Pledge. 

The Pledge encourages com- 
panies to make a commitment 
to employees with arthritis, 
and includes suggestions for 
workplace improvements that 
employers can make to help 
staff with the condition. 

These include determining 
what support a sufferer needs, 
providing flexible working ar- 
rangements, making necessary 
physical adjustments to the 
workplace and offering infor- 
mation on support. 

Amanda Idowu of Arthritis 


Care stresses that changes can 
often be simple. 

“In the corporate world, 
even a handshake before a 
meeting can cause certain peo- 
ple with arthritis a lot of pain. 
People with arthritis often 
need help to stay in work or 
get back to it if the condition 
has forced them to stop.” 
She says most employers 
are supportive, and cites 
companies like BT who have 
signed up to the Employers’ 
Pledge. 

“There are very basic things 
that people can be made aware 
of, but clearly it’s a cultural 
issue. 

“There is a need for better 
understanding of how arthri- 
tis affects people at work.” 
Idowu stresses that arthri- 
tis is widely misunderstood. 

“Look at Kerrie,” she says. 
“Because she didn’t have any 
suspicion she could have a 
disease like arthritis, she just 
went on as normal, not being 
able to walk.” 

“It got to the point where 
she just couldn’t go into the 
office, so she had to leave the 
work she loved.” 

She adds: “There are drugs 
that may alleviate the symp- 
toms, but there is no cure for 
arthritis.” 

“It’s a disease which takes 
over people’s lives.”

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• Rheumatoid Arthritis: 
The seeond most eommon 
form of arthritis is Rheu- 
matoid Arthritis and it af- 
feets about 700,000 people 
in the UK. The immune 
system attaeks joints, and 
sometimes other parts of 
the body, for no reason. 
The resulting inflamma- 
tion means the joint cap- 
sule swells and the in- 
flamed tissues become 
stiff, painful and swollen. 


Certain genes which play 
a part in the immune sys- 
tem may be linked with 
Rheumatoid Arthritis. 
Triggers for those with a 
genetic tendency may in- 
clude stress, an infection 
or virus, or hormonal 
changes.

turn to us with 3 of her grand- 
children. We give them all 
shoes and clothes. After much 
discussion it is agreed that we 
will submit three boys from 
the family to our Orphans 
Committee for their recom- 
mendations. 

Our Orphans Committee is 
made up of fifteen local lead- 
ers, from local churches plus 
two Chief representatives. It 
is a Godsend. Someone 
present will know the family. 
They confirm or refute the re- 
port. 

Ntate Samuel of our Or- 
phans Committee has recently 
visited this very family. He 
tells of seeing three adults eat- 
ing pap and hungry children 


sitting watching them eat. This 
is most unusual behaviour for 
Basotho people. A strong in- 
dicator that there is a chronic 
shortage of food. 

The Committee agrees with 
our recommendation for three 
of the boys to live-in at PCC. 
It will lighten the load for the 
Grandmother. They are 
Amos(Kamohelo) born 2003, 
Peter(Kabelo) born 2003 and 
Francis (Semakaleng) born 
2001. We are told that some 
days the children only eat at 
school. Of the three boys, only 
Peter was attending local Pri- 
mary School. The other two 
often went without. 

Ntate Robert expressed se- 
rious reservations about us ad-

mitting a retarded boy to our 
PCC family. He shakes his 
head and says, 

‘ Will he not cause big prob- 
lems? How can we help him?’ 
I called Sempe to talk to the 
Committee. He is retarded and 
was ’wild’ when he first came 
to live with us. Today, he at- 
tends local school, is well be- 
haved and speaks some Eng- 
lish. He is 8 years old. 

There is much drinking and 
domestic violence within the 
community. For many of our 
orphans living with no fear of 
being beaten gives them secu- 
rity and confidence. 

The Orphans Committee re- 
spect the advice of Ntate 


Robert but they know that 
these children faced a bleak 
future if they remain in their 
village. 

Old Nkhono told us that of- 
ten Semakaleng runs away. In- 
deed, we have had some prob- 
lems with him. He would make 
the strangest deep guttural 
noises and growl and look 
fierce. A strange child. Today 
he is a delight. He talks and 
uses the toilet. He has put on 
weight and attends preschool 
each morning. He is a new child. 

We provide a ‘home’ for chil- 
dren in need. We don’t always 
win but in most cases the child 
blooms. We have a wonderful 
family. 


We are totally reliant on gifts from family and 
friends to continue our work.

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Nissan unveils the new Miera 




It may not appear so at first glance, but 
the Nissan Micra is something of an 
automotive dynasty. Unlike most 
Japanese cars, the Micra in all its 
previous guises had proper longevity: 
the first and second generation stuck 
around for a decade apiece while the 
outgoing one is still selling well in its 
seventh year. 


It can also stake a claim for 
being one of the most driven cars 
on the planet, as its total user- 
friendliness made it a popular 
driving school steed. Most cru- 
cially for a private buyer, it also 
came with the promise of 
bulletproof reliability. 

So the new one has quite arepu- 
tation to live up to. It also has to 
overcome a slightproblemthatthe 
old one had, namely that one half 
of the population saw it as some- 
thing of a girlie car. That explains 
why the new Micra looks a little 
more conservative in comparison. 
It’s as neatly styled as ever of 
course although less radical than 
before, it shares the non-threat- 
ening look that many drivers find 
appealing. 

Compared to the rest of the 
supermini crowd, the Micra 
stands out by virtue of its sim- 
plicity. 

You can count on the same 
approach on the inside too. Un- 
complicated is the best way of 
summing it up, although that’s 
not a euphemism for a lack of 
equipment. Slide behind the 
wheel and it won’t take more 
than 30 seconds to locate all the 
switches and controls: if you re- 
ally want to you could chuck the 
handbook out of the window and 
never miss it. This approach 
doesn’t make it dull to look at ei- 
ther: the heating and ventilation 
controls are grouped in a circular 
manner in the centre of the dash- 
board, while the chunky steering 
wheel and clear instruments 
show some flair. Unlike some ri- 
vals, the Micra can also be speci- 
fied with a different trim colour, 
and in this guise the dash of con- 


trast brightens up the view. 

Nissan has gone heavy with the 
technology too, even if the Micra 
doesn’t shout about it. Just like 
the old car it can be specified with 
keyless entry and start, still arar- 
ity in this class. There’s also a 
parking guidance system which 
will check the spaces between 
cars parked at the side of the road 
and tell you whether the car will 
fit or not - useful for those mo- 
ments of indecisiveness. Every 
model comes with ESP too, 
which is an option costing sev- 
eral hundreds on many rivals but 
is worth ten times as much when 
it does its job. 

It’s clever where you can’t see 
it too, with a new platform that 
contributes significantly to the 
Micra being lighter than its pred- 
ecessor, despite better crashper- 
formance. Simple ideas like the 
boomerang shape in the roof add 
strength and therefore refinement 
but without a weight penalty. 
It’s this kind of thinking that 
bodes well. 

F ire up the Micra and the first 
thing you notice is the distinctive 
thrum of the new engine. The 1 .2- 
litre petrol unit has three rather 
than four cylinders, and to these 
ears at least, this is a welcome 
change. 

Less cylinders means less 
weight and akeenness to rev, both 
of which help in a city car, but de- 
spite the size it has 79bhp and a 
thrifty 1 1 5g/km. Nextyear there 
will be a supercharged version 
with almost lOObhp but with 
even better emission and 
economy figures - hence 
Nissan’s decision that a diesel 
version isn’t required.

Once you getyour head around 
that it’s hard not to agree. Even 
this lower-output 1 .2 is more than 
enough to pull the Micra along 
easily, whether mated to the five- 
speed manual or the new CVT 
transmission. It’s brisk enough 
and, as you’d expect, a cinch to 
drive, with the kind of accuracy 
and good-weighting that has be- 
come something of a Japanese 
trademark. 

Refinement is right up there 
too, with the suspension being 
tuned to deal with urban scars 
rather than hairpin turns and 
rightly so : it can handle the bends 
but in truth almost all buyers will 
spend their time on tougher 
streets. 

There’s good space in the 


Micra too, with tweaks to the 
body shape designed to increase 
rear headroom, and the simple 
dashboard design leaves more 
room for legs. The boot is re- 
spectable considering the com- 
pact exterior, but dropping the 
seats brings not only tons of 
space, but a flat floor too. 

Understandably Nissan has 
stuck with a successful recipe: 
the latest Micra is a very honest 
car and doesn’t pretend to be 
something it’s not. 

But the quality of the engi- 
neering underneath makes it a 
quality car to own, and the super- 
charged version coming next year 
might just be the car that leaves 
its supermini rivals way behind.

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Portugal back on track 



Algarve set to hold on to 
the Masters 


Ryder Cup heroes seek 
glory in theAlgarve

It is every man for himself this weekend as four members 
of Europe's victorious Ryder Cup team vie to lay claim to 
the Portugal Masters trophy which has a purse of three 
million euros. 


The biggesttoumament inPor- 
tugal and one of the biggest in Eu- 
rope is set to renew its partnership 
with the Algarve after a suceess- 
ful three-year trial period. 

The Algarve Tourist Board 
(ERTA), whieh has a key role in 
the staging and promotion of the 
event is eonfident the Portugal 
Masters will be returning to the 
south of Portugal for years to 
eome. 

“It is our eonvietion that the 
tournament will be retained. It is 
one of the main tournaments and 
represents a lot for the Algarve 
and attraets some of the world’s 


best golfers”, ERTA President 
Nuno Aires was quoted as tell- 
ing Observatorio do Algarve. 

The Masters, which dates 
back to 2007, has a contract for 
three years (four tournaments), 
which would make 2010 the fi- 
nal year unless a new deal is ne- 
gotiated for the tournament, 
which now boasts prize money 
totalling three million euros. 

The ERTA president further 
stressed the importance of secur- 
ing this event, saying: “Golf is 
the second most important tour- 
ism product we have after the sun 
and sea.” 


Despite news that England’s 
world number two ranked golfer 
Lee Westwood has pulled out of 
the event and will therefore be 
unable to defend his title, the en- 
try list still boasts a number of big 
names. 


While the near-certainty of the 
Englishman dethroning Tiger 
Woods in Vilamoura as the world 
number one would have been an 
enormous draw card for the 
event, the presence of four of 
Westwood’ s teammates from the 
Celtic Manor Resort should still 
see crowds come through in their 
thousands between October 14 
and October 17. 

In 2009, almost 38,000 tickets 
were sold for the four days, with 
more than 10,500peoplepaying 
to see the final round. 

In2008,atotalof28,461 spec- 
tators attended the event at the 
Oceanico Victoria Golf Course in 
V ilamoura, which in turn was up 
about 4,000 from the inaugural 
event staged in 2007. 

Englishman Ross Fisher, the 
popular Spaniard Miguel Angel 
Jimenez and the Italian brothers 
Edoardo and Francesco Molinari 
will be in the Algarve to under- 
write their status as some of the 
world’s top golfers. 

Also in the field for the €3 mil- 
lion event will be three of 
Montgomerie ’ s Vice Captains - 
Thomas Bjdm, Darren Clarke 
and Paul McGinley.

The Portuguese national football team has bounced back 
in style following two convincing 3-1 victories in their 
Euro 2012 qualifying Group H. 


After an impressive debut for 
new manager Paulo Bento last 
Friday evening at home against 
Denmark, in which Portugal ran 
out 3-1 winners, the scoreline 
was emulated five days later in 
Reykjavik where a somewhat 
less cohesive, but nonetheless 
efficient performance against 
Iceland ensured maximum points 
for Portugal. 

These two wins come after a 
disastrous start to the nation’s 
qualifying campaign, where a 1- 
0 defeat in Oslo to Norway was 
followedby an embarrassing 4-4 
draw against Cyprus. 

Back on form in these two most 
recent matches was Cristiano 
Ronaldo, who has in recent 
weeks been in good touch for both 
club and now country. 

The same is true for his former 
teammate at Manchester United 
Nani, who has continued to mix 
audacity and a mild dose of arro- 
gance with mature performances 
many of his critics thought im- 
possible. 

Portugal will now enjoy an 
eight-month ‘vacation’ from 
competitive football, with their 
next qualifying match scheduled 
for June 4 against Norway in 
what is set to be a hugely decisive 
match. 

Before then, Portugal will host 
W orld and European champions 
Spain in Lisbon onNovember 1 7 
in a match that forms part of the 
country’s centennial celebra- 
tions as a republic. 


Two other friendly matches 
are also planned for the beginning 
of next year with teams such as 
Sweden and F inland the intended 
opposition as their style of play 
could assist in Portugal in fine- 
tuning their preparation for the 
clashes against group opponents 
Norway, Denmark and Iceland. 

Following Portugal’s vital 
game against Norway next June, 
the national side will have three 
qualifying games remaining. 

Portugal will travel to Cyprus 
next September in a bid to 
‘avenge’ the home draw earlier 
this year, followed by a double- 
header in October against Iceland 
culminating in Copenhagen 
against Denmark. 

Portugal are currently second 
in their qualifying group on seven 
points from four games, two 
points behind Norway who have 
played one less match. 

Denmark are a point behind 
Portugal, but the Danes have 
only played three matches, while 
Cyprus are on one point and Ice- 
land have as yet failed to open 
their account. 

There are nine qualifying 
groups for the Euro 2012, with 
the group winners all going 
through. The second-placed team 
with the highest amount of 
points will also be ensured auto- 
matic qualification. The remain- 
ing four qualifying spots will be 
decided through home and away 
play-offs between the eight other 
second placed teams.
